Upper Ricut.—Blouse waist of sheer 
white linen with groups of hand-tucks 
in yoke effect outlined with hand-drawn 
work forming squares that are hand-em- 
broidered in heavily raised designs, with 
white mercerized cotton. The same 
design is repeated at upper part of bishop 
sleeves, which are finished with tucked 
cuffs. Collar to match cuffs. Shaped 
belt with harness buckle. 

Lower Ricut.—Costume of natural 
pongee over self-color taffeta. Skirt is 
circular, tucked in apron effect, and has 
a graduated circular flounce around sides 
and back, tucked in rays to correspond. 
Point Venise lace in flower and leaf de- 
sign, is “ns at top of flounce, the 
flower in bluet-color, and the leaves in 
Shade of gown. Three tucks border hem; 
inverted plait at back. The blouse waist 





opens at back, and has circular groups of 
tucks in yoke effect, with applied iace 
over and oe 


low the lower group. Tucks 








in reversed curve on lower part of waist 
with pin tucks of graduated lengths form- 
ing point at centre front. Forget-me-not 
blue panne velvet collar with applied 
lace designs, panne velvet girdle in folds. 
Bishop sleeves tucked to match skirt, 
Venise lace appliqué at top and on the 
panne velvet cuff.

Lert Ficure.—Evening gown of 
white dotted silk net, over white taffeta. 
The foundation is veiled with chiffon. 
The net skirt is tucked at top and is 
trimmed with alternate ruffles of white 
louisine ribbon and net in deep graduated 
flounce effect. Loop bows with ends of 
louisine ribbon at top of flounce, either 
side of front. The waist has deep bertha 
effect of ribbon and net ruffles alternat- 
ing, caught with white silk and chiffon 
roses at neck. Lower part of waist in 
— Elbow sleeves. White louisine 
elt. 

MippL_E Ficure.—Three-quarter coat 
of all-over silk lace, lined with silk, and 
bordered with taffeta bands. Slashed 
shoulder cape similarly bordered and fin- 
ished at neck with shaped flat collar. 
Inner collar of turquoise blue panne vel- 
vet finished with a fancy silk braid. 
Bishop sleeves, very full at lower part, 
turned-back gauntlet cuff of stitched taf- 
feta with braid-trimmed shaped band of 
the panne velvet at lower part. 

Ricut Ficure.—Sheer white India 
lawn over pale blue taffeta. The skirt 
has shirrings in small tucks in shallow 
yoke effect. The flounce is inserted with 
Valenciennes lace, and Mexican hand- 
drawn work. The waist has a deep yoke 
collar with Valenciennes and Mexican 
drawn-work medallions inserted; below 
this is shirring in tucks at bust line, with 
crosswise insertions alternating with 
groups of shirring beyond the front panel 
of medallionsand insertion. Three-quar- 
ter bishop sleeve with groups of shirring, 
inserted medallions and lacein lower part; 
deep cuff in point over hand of shirrings 
anc insertions. Forget-me-not blue rib- 
bon rosette bows trim. Folded sash to 
match. 
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Lert Ficure.—Costume of light navy 
veiling over self-tone taffeta. The found- 
ation is in five gores finished with a plait- 
ing, and on it is placed the lower tunic 
of the veiling which has a graduated cir- 
cular flounce attached, finishing in tabs 
at top over the band of Persian em- 
broidery which is inserted by navy blue 
silk Mexican stitches. A self-tone taffeta 
band is similarly inset above hem, in a 
waved line. Tab panel at front and 
back, finished with rows of stitching, 
the front trimmed with Persian buttons. 
The upper tunic has panels to correspond, 
and the attached flounce is scalloped on 
border. The waist also has panels at 
back, and front, from edge of yoke. The 
short bolero has border design of taffeta 
straps with Mexican stitches, over which 
at sides of back and front short tabs of 
the materials are caught with point held 
by Persian buttons. and-tucked blouse 
beneath of white gaze crystalline with 
insertions of burnt ivory Valenciennes, 
transparent yoke bands of insertion at- 
tached by fagotting,over white chiffon, 
with tucked crystalline collar strapped 
with taffeta band, short upper sleeve 
with border of straps in design.

After this flounce is hemmed, gather the 
top without turning in the edge, and two 
inches below, crease a straight line, and 
whip over this double line on the wrong 
side.

Then the 
outer gathering is sewed on the skirt with 
its raw edge turned inside. Afterwards, 
bring the gathers or whipped-over row into 
€veii proportions and sew the whipped 
edge to the petticoat. All measurements 
need to be well taken first. and then the 
flounce when turned over will hang prop- 
erly.

A PRELIMINARY TALK ABOUT THE PER- 
THAT IS TO WEAR THE 
WARDROBE 


His is not an easy task—indeed, 
it can only be satisfactorily 
accomplished by the most care- 
ful thought and planning. I have not in 
mind professional women, whose activi- 
ties restrict their social duties and who 
may dress appropriately on much less; 
but my suggestions are addressed to girls 
with a limited income, who have a social 
sition to keep up, visits to make 
throughout the year, and who, because 
they move in a certain set cannot too 
often appear in the same gown.

It would need a 
long chapter to say all that might be 
a> on this subject but my only word 
now is, that without well cared for, well- 
arranged hair, no woman can hope to 
look smart.’ She may be charmingly 
pretty with straggling locks, but hers 
will never be the well-groomed, well- 
finished style that we understand by 
“smart.” I have heard girls say ‘‘What 
is the use? I have horrid hair, and no- 
thing will make it look any better.”

Short jackets and unbroken 
skirt lines are the only thing for her, or 
artfully arranged stripes, or a scheme of 
trimming that carries its unbroken line 
from shoulder to skirt hem. 

The chief defect in tallness is apt to be 
too great a length of leg, that three- 
quarter length coats, flounces and hori- 
zontal tucks and trimming will diminish. 
A tall woman should never droop her 
head, or shoulders as if ashamed of her 
hight, but carry herself as if every inch 
was a cause for pride. 

As for colors, a woman can hardly go 
wrong if she follows the color of her eyes, 
and experience will teach her what shades 
of that color are most becoming. All 
shades of lilac or purple should be worn 
only by women with clear skins and 
faint color. Sallow complexions are 
helped by brown and tan—never by 
black—and florid ones by green and pale 
gray, never by turquoise blue. 

There remains the red-haired woman, 
not the deep auburn hair with pink and 
white skin, to which no color comes 
amiss, but the “carroty heads” and the 
pale freckled skins that too often accom- 
pany them. It used to be Worth’s habit 
to dress such women in red silk, brown 
and deep wine-color, tones that made the 
hair like the high light of the same tint. 

Now for a serious word—on rouge! 
I have no moral objection to rouge, but 
I do strongly object to its unbecoming- 
ness. Why this should be, I do not know, 
but certain is it that rouge will make 
ninety-nine faces out of a hund.ed look 
either coarse or silly, or both, and far 
from beautifying a middle-aged face, 
it makes it harder and older.

Inen has become in fashion’s eyes 

I as precious a stuff as silk. No 
gown is so handsome but it may 

not be enhanced by a touch of some 
fabric woven of flaxen threads, either 
alone or in combination with silk. Silk 
and linen materials are of all effects. 





There are gauzy mousselines of silk and 
linen which are of dainty lustrous trans- 
parency, but which have a durability 
that no other thin stuff possesses. This 
material comes striped, designed, painted, 
printed with smoke-like clouds of two 
colors, and is incomparably lovely inset 
with lace. It is a favorite material for 
the fluffy lining of spring coats and wraps, 
used with a lavish arrangement of tuck- 
ings, shirrings, insettings, and along the 
hems of the garments there is a finish of 
little ruffles piped with black baby ribbon. 
Grass linen is used in the same way, em- 
broidered or chain batistes and also white 
cambric embroidery, this last put in plain 
with a ruffle of embroidery on its edge. 
This makes an especially chic lining for 
taffeta cloaks, some of the white em- 
broidery appearing perhaps on its collar 
and is sure to show in an immaculate 
frou-frou inside the wide sleeves. These 
linings are hung loosely from the cloak 
and are easily detached for fresh lining. 

A linen crash material, coarse, soft, 
pure white, is a very smart stuff out of 
which they are making short sacque 
coats. One which is soon to be worn is 
trimmed with bands and collar of stitched 
white cloth and with many odd passemen- 





terie buttons, from which drop pendants 
of bullion, Some Irish lace is introduced 
between two bands of stitched cloth to 
form a collar and a wide cuff. The little 
sacque is lined with shirred white mous- 
seline and two-inch Valenciennes ruffles, 
two puffs followed by a ruffle from neck 
tohem. These are mounted upon blouse 
lining of mousseline. 

Linen etamine is a handsome material 
and, like wool etamines, is used for long 
loose cloaks for spring wear. These are 
lined with tucked taffeta and they are 
richly inset with guimpe and trimmed 
with an inordinate amount of long cords 
and pendants. The craze for passemen- 
terie is on the increase Very thick and 
heavy and long are some of the tassels 
used on gowns and wraps, and if they be 
small, number makes up for their size. 
For instance a white lace gown composed 
of motifs of Irish lace and of white Chan- 
tilly lace placed together, loosely upon 
a foundation of black tulle is covered 
with little white silk tassels which are 
sewn with a small silk passementerie 


one of the new linen cravats, a rabat 
made of heavy linen instead of lawn. 
These fall from the top of its choker in a 
flat, plain bib, sometimes oval in shape, 
with a decided point at the bottom, but 
more often in an elongated heart-shape. 
This bib extends about the top of the 
choker in a narrow turn-over and buttons 
atthe back. It is made of heavy starched 
linen, hemstitched and inset with a heavy 
border of drawn work. On its point there 
is set a strip of long knobby linen fringe, 
which reaches to the bust. Another 
kind is of white Irish lace, crochet lace, 
or of a linen guipure, heavily stiffened, 
this surrounded with a hemstitched hem 
of starched linen, down the middle of 
which there are three iarge flat linen 
assementecrie buttons. Still another 
orm of turn-over juts down in front into 
a bib just large enough to serve as a found- 
ation for a large rosette built of wheels 
of starched linen edged with stiffly starch- 
ed Valenciennes or crochet lace ruffles. 
“rom the center of this, attached with 
a linen passementerie button, there falls

button to the centre of each wheel-shaped 
motif of Irish lace. Guipure collars and 
boleros and stoles are finished with three 
inch plain linen fringe in white or écru. 

Large flat passementerie buttons in 
white silk trim very smartly a gown of 
white etamine. Hundreds of buttons 
are used, for they stab closely like nail- 
heads the seven bands of stitched etamine 
which encircle a fulled skirt of the same 
material, the bands holding the fullness 
in a fourrure. Each band grows a bit 
narrower towards the waist and each row 
of buttons lessens a bit in size to corre- 
spond. The high stretched ceinture of 
white satin has a long narrow Directoire 
buckle of black velvet, a band of stitched 
stuff covered with buttons encircles the 
shoulders just below the curve, and there 
are also buttons about the choker, which 
is shaped down into a bib-shaped front, 
down the center of which the buttons 
turn from the choker. These buttons, 
of course, are very small ones. The 
sleeve is very swagger in mousquetaire 
folds, which bulge at the elbow into a 
pouch and which at the wrist merge into 
a small, close cuff trimmed with buttons 
around the wrist. With this rather 
severe and elaborate gown there is worn 
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a thick long mass of knobby linen fringe. 
These cravats are as smart as smart can 
be, and have something excessively 
fresh in their ugly stiffnéss. They are, 
if anything, more chic when worn with 
an entirely unstarched blouse of lawn and 
ace. 

Wide bands of linen Mexican work 
dyed cardinal are the unusual trimming 
which distinguishes a gown of red eta- 
mine. Broad tucks of the material 
surround the bands, and a sacque coat 
to match and trimmed with long clumps 
of red linen fringes, completes a striking 
rig. 
Of remarkable originality is a gown 
made of three-inch bands of white face 
cloth sewn together with a half-inch of 
white Valenciennes lace. These go about 
the skirt and blouses, and a deep flounce 
to sleeve and to skirt are made of rows of 
narrow lace ruffling and insertions sewn 
up and down in rounded Vandykes upon 
a foundation of white mousseline, the 
centre of each festoon being a wedge- 
shaped motif of plain white cloth. Upon 
the edge of both flounces there is a nar- 
row band of cloth covered with stitchings 
and giving solidity to the whole. The 
bodice has a broad ceinture of swathed

tween these the lace was completely 
covered with black soutache sewn on 
their own width apart. At the hem the 
scallops of lace were left uncovered for 
four inches, this resting lightly upon 
thick under-plaitings of black tulle. 
Upon the bodice a broad band of velvet 
encircled the bust and the arm tops. and 
soutache covered the rest, save for a 
narrow black velvet belt and a small 
yoke of white lace with a touch of light 
blue satin at the top of its choker. 
Below the black velvet shoulder band, 
the sleeve was composed of agreat mous- 
quetaire of white mousseline shirred up 
the inside of the arm, wrinkled closely 
about the upper arm and about the wrist 
but bulging and drooping softly between 
those two points. 

Hundreds of small white pearl buttons 
were used with a nice effect on a little 
gown of black and white checked mohair. 
The buttons were pierced with four holes 
and sewn on with bright green silk in 
clusters of five arranged in a row and 
slightly overlapping. The skirt was 
made of three deep flounces, each of 
which was deeply cut into vandykes, 
each vandyke being fastened into the 
flounce below with one of these groups 
of buttons, green silk piping to the points 
further enlivening the skirt. Its bole- 
ro was made in pointed sections so fast- 
ened, and it had a pelerine of the material 
which rounded upon the back in shawl 
effect, but curved up high on the should- 
ers to reveal the triple shoulder caps, 
which were fastened closely but loosely 
to an immense bishop of green taffeta 
silk. This sleeve had a high cuff of 
material and black velvet ribbon formed 
the belt. The white linen turned-down 
collar with a bib front was set upon a 
choker of green silk, which had ends that 
knotted under the bib, passed under the 
closed bolero and appeared in fringes 
below the jacket and over the belt. 

Tabs of black silk trimmed with clusters 
of white pearl buttons make pretty 
dangling ends on a bodice of black and 
white checked veiling Tussore gowns 
have appeared in great profusion even 
before the foulards. They are dyed all 
sorts of pretty colors both dark and light, 
and handsomely trimmed with squares 
of écru linen with oriental or peasant 
embroideries. A navy blue tussore is 
made with wide tucks which form a 
Grecian border, in the squares of the 
design, there being set squares of Hun- 
garian embroidery upon écru linen. A 
— tussore, of the yellow of mummy's 
inen garments, is trimmed with coarse 
but thin white linen embroidered in 
light sketchy geometrical designs done 
in silks of fadé old shades of rose, olive 
and blue. Some Irish lace dyed the 
same tone as the golden tussore is used 
on the gown and brilliant indeed is its 
success. 

Daintier is a pale blue tussore trimmed 
with broad insertions of fine cambric 
embroidery heading ‘a ruffle of the same, 
four of these groups trimming the gath- 
ered skirt. The bodice has a deep point- 
ed fichu effect of embroidery bands 
which are drawn down to a point back 
and front. The double alien which 
border this fichu fall deeply over the 
arms. Below the elbows many wide 
cambric ruffles form a flowing sleeve 
over an under-bishop of white mous- 
seline. The choker and bib-like em- 
piecement is of stitched tussore edged 
about with narrow edging of embroid- 
ery The belt was of tussore with 
plaited coattails trimmed with embroid- 
ery, which seemed to he a part of the 
fichu, where it was drawn down and fixed 
at the waist line at the back with a black 
velvet buckle. 

At the theatre several pretty new 
gowns are being worn. One of em- 
broidered white linen over mauve is 
inset with broad bands of Italian point, 
these encircling the skirt broadly at the 
back, narrowing towards the front, 
where each band dips down into a heart- 
shaped som which is finished with a 
piece of oe * fringe of white ‘silk passe- 
menterie. here are three bands of lace 
on the skirt, consequently three fringe 
motifs, and two others trim the bodice 
front on the lace ceinture and the lace 
bertha. At the throat there is a narrow 
leng ruffle of mauve mousseline which 
forms a sortof cravat, cords and tassels 
of white silk confining its fullness, Long 
ftinges drop from the elbows and wrists 
from bands of lace between which a 
mousquetaire sleeve wrinkles and bulges 
in fashionable effect. 
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This gown,*worn in that howling farce 
La Famille de Bolero, is matched in 
prettiness by one in pale blue veiling, 
which is trimmed with scrolling bands of 
white linen embroidered in white silk 
and edged on one side only with a silk 

assementerie galloon with pendants. 
The gown has a little pelerine of blue 
veiling finished with blue silk fringe, and 
it is framed about the neck with a band 
of white linen, partly overlaid with a ban 
of black velvet. This band extends 
straight down the front to form a slender 
stole below the waist line. It is trimmed 
with buttons of white linen in rims of 
gold, and is hemmed with a bunch of 
white silk tassels. ‘ 

A dainty girlish frock of white plumetis 
and Valenciennes with miles of tiny pale 
blue taffeta quillings, has a pretty tight 
tucked and lace striped sleeve about 
which four deep ruffles of Valenciennes 
alone give the fashionable loose effect. 
These ruffles are sewn on in even rows, 
one just touching the other, the upper 
one going about just above the elbow, 








the lower half way between elbow and | 


wrist. This is asimple effect and rather chic. 

Rejane is wearing a gown entirely of 
a brilliant red, which is neither vermilion, 
nor lacquer color, but as dazzlingly rich 
as either. What more Parisian, too, 
than her green and white striped gauze, 
which is so elaborately complicated with 
motifs of black gauze and old gold em- 
broidery. Description of its intricacies 
is quite impossible. A little transparent 
soupcon of a black mantelet completes 
the costume, and, upon a gauzy black 
hat a white turtle dove seems on the 
point of flying, symbolizing the conjugal 
unrest of the saucy heroine of Heureuse 
in that naughty play L’ enfant du miracle. 
The young widowed heroine wears some 
captivating mourning, mourning first of 
despair, then of resignation, then deliv- 
erance. The first is of despair very airily 
assumed, and is of black tulle over black 
taffeta, and upon the outer robe of which 
are frivolous bow-knotted lines of bril- 
liant jet. It has a high ceinture of black 
satin which knots with a bow on the 
bust, and two lines of jet, encasing in 
a V a bandof transparent black lace, form 
a chokerless yoke. A band of jet pushes 
the fullness of the tulle sleeve up very 
high, leaving awhite arm upon which a 
black velvet band carries a miniature 
portrait. 

The mourning of resignation is repre- 
sented by a white tussore embroidered 
deeply in white silk, which trimming is 
headed with a Vandyk of white lace 
ruche, a lace rosette set in each Vandyk. 

About the base of the throat two rows 
of shirred tussore and two lines of Val- 
enciennes, both transparent, head a 
double shirred collar of embroidered 
tussore, which form capes that reach well 
to the waistband of black taffeta. There 
is too, a touch of black at the elbows. 
The deliverance of the pretty widow is 
vaguely hinted at when she appears in 
a mousseline afternoon dress that is a 
gray of the faintest, most pearly tinge. 
It is printed in greys in a design of orchids 
in art nouveau order, and dozens of tiny 
grey silk tassels trim its Chantilly laces. 
The psychology of clothes could go no 
farther. Aube de Siécle.

Hese are characteristically Ameri- 

I can stories They have the na- 

tive flavor of rural New England. 
Here we see a people, who, inured for 
generations to wringing a bare livelihood 
from an inhospitable and unwilling soil, 
have lived narrow lives and known little 
pleasure, but have retained self-respect, 
and have not suffered degeneration. 
Something like this, one must believe, 
Mrs, Freeman would have us learn from 
the singularly barren and unpicturesque 
lives that she delights to present. It is a 
triumph of art to have interested readers 
in all this, to have made us all feel the 
humor, the pathos, the unconscious hero- 
ism of her New England rustics. Mrs. 
Freeman, however, in these stories, has 
given to at least one character of each a 
fine touch of idealism. It appears in the 
two stupid old men of the first story. It 
is continued in the prosperous farmer of 
the next, who gives up his promised 
bride to the poor young man, the winner 
of her trivial affections. We find it 
again in the rough sailor of the Pine Tree 
story, in many respects the best tale in 
the volume. And so it goes all through 
to the end. 

Doubtless there are many other sides 
to New England life than that on which 
Mrs. Freeman delights to dwell, but none 
is more characteristic of that bleak land 
and its inhabitants of Puritan descent. 
There is a certain relief in the charming 
irresponsibility of Sam Maddox and his 
idle, pretty wife, in the last story, that 
called The Apple Tree. They are most 
artfully contrasted with their nervously 
energetic neighbor. Mrs. Blake. One 
feels that they are natural inhabitants of 
Southern Europe oddly misplaced amid 
the rocky pastures of New England. 

The illustrations to this volume are 
for the most part highly sympathetic 
with the text, though the illustrator has 
occasionally yielded to the temptation 
to be too picturesque. One must 
quarrel with him a little, too, that in the 
picture where Harry Wyman is so ad- 
mirably presented, his rival, Joseph 
Lynn, is drawn too much as a man of the 
world. The two opposite figures, as 
rivals for the love of a woman, are how- 
ever, eloquent of American democracy.

Zola’s posthumous volume is_ the 
Dreyfus case, only the victim of official 
conspiracy instead of an army officer, 
is a poor Jewish public schoolmaster. 
It is the Church not the army that 
persecutes the victim. The accusa- 
tion is not the betrayal of military sec- 
rets, but the murderof alittle child. In 
other respects the story follows that of 
Dreyfus in many of its minute details. 
The final result is not quite the same, for 
the victim of clerical persecution is not 
only pardoned, but abundantly vindicat- 
edas an innocent man. The story is 
really a tremendous arraignment of the 
Catholic Church as it operates in France, 
and a most painful presentation of the 
selfishness, timidity, ignorance and gross 
superstition of rural and provincial 
France. Along with the story of the 
Jew,goes that of the free-thinking school- 
master, and his relations with his wife, 
his child, and the family of his wife. The 
hardships of this man and the persecu- 
tions of the Jew are made the text for an 
elaborate and passionate discussion of 
the long yy between lay and clerical 
education in France. Zola has presented 
a multitude of subordinate characters, 
and his story, as usual, is epic in its scope 
and treatment. 

American readers, accustomed as most 
of them are to give little or no thought to 
the relations of church and state, and 
the attitude of the Catholic clergy toward 
lay education, must feel astonishment 
and something like dismay at the bitter- 
ness of the quarrel revealed in this book. 
The denunciations of the Catholic Church 
seem unnecessarily bitter, although the 


translator indicates from time to time 
severe passages that are omitted. At the 
same time the account of gross practices 
of a portion of the Church, apparently 
well authenticated, will be a revelation to 
many readers. 

It is not difficult to feel that the artistic 
effects of this vast novel are greatly 
marred by the constant preponderance of 
the author’s moral purpose. Most of his 
characters are merely sketched, because 
there is no room in even a very long story 
for abundant and elaborate character 
development and the adequate presenta- 
tion of this tremendous drama of the 
struggle between faith and free opinion. 
Even Marc, the heroic schoolmaster, 
who is the main figure of the book, is 
presented chiefly in his relation to this 
struggle. He is nobly conceived as a 
lover of truth, firm and courageous, yet 
gentle and tender. The tragedy of his 
domestic life is terrible, yet it does not 
move the reader as many less painful 
stories by men who know better how to 
touch the chords of pathos. Indeed one 
is constantly tempted to compare the 
work of Zola as here presented with that 
of Tolstoi as presented in his epic novels, 
and always to the advantage of the great 
Russian master. Zola constantly inter- 
ests and enlists the intellectual sympa- 
thies of those whose religious sentiments 
he does not outrage, but he seldom suc- 
ceeds in wringing the heart. Here, if 
never before however, the stern realist 
appears as the idealist, consumed with a 
passion for moral truth, ardently hopeful 
of a great future for France and the 
human race. 

A word as to the quality of the transla- 
tion; it is apparently faithful in the 
main, but often too bald and literal. The 
book in fact impresses one as do most 
translations of Ibsen, as bald and at 
times a little crude. Perhaps this defect 
of style is almost inseparable from care- 
fully literal translations of such simple 
French as Zola’s. The trouble is that 
what is literal, is too often not really 
truthful. For example, it is not well to 
offer as an English equivalent of “‘mon 
ami,’’ when it is addressed by a loving 
wife to a loving husband, the somewhat 
cold ‘‘my friend.”” In one or two cases 
this literal translation of the phrase has 
an effect of irony.

BEFORE THE DAWN.

Mr, Altsheler wrote eight other books 
before this historical novel of the Civil 
War appeared, and this is his most 
serious attempt in fiction. The interest 
of the book lies partly in its fresh subject. 
Historians have written of the fall of 
Richmond, and of the conditions in the 
Confederate capital during the last year 
of the war, but the subject has been 
treated at length in no conspicuous work 
of fiction. Mr. Altsheler gives us the 
official society, the gambling saloons, 
the quiet domestic circles, the scenes of 
street and market place. Going outside 
the city, he shows us the battle of the 
Wilderness, and finally he presents the 
collapse of the Confederacy. There are 
excellent passages of description, there 
is some good character sketching, espec- 
ially in official and military circles— 
Jefferson Davis, a member of his cabinet, 
two or three generals. The weakness of 
Mr. Altsheler’s fiction lies in the aimless- 
ness of his long dialogues, the failure to 
differentiate his characters by their 
speech, the lack of — marked distinc- 
tion of style. After all, one cannot hel 
feeling that the hero develops no suf- 
ficient reason for taking up the cause of 
the heroine when he believes her to be a 
Federal spy, Historically the book has 
considerable interest, on its purely fiction- 
al sides it drags somewhat by reason of 
lacking the strong tinge of life that one 
requires of the men and women in such 
a story. 


OUR HOMES, AND HOW TO BEAU- 
TIFY THEM. By H. J. Jennincs, 
ILLusTRATED. Harrison & Son. 
Lonpon, ENGLAND. 

The little tributary note which is the 
only preface to this promising-looking 
volume, should in a measure prepare one 
for the deal of Waring & Gillan to which 
the ensuing pages treat us. The author 
elaborately explains that on this subject 
of how to beautify our homes, there is 
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but little left for him to tell. He asks— 
to quote his rather envolved hyperbole— 
‘* What crumb of new information is there 
left for him who like some ‘Ruth’ amid 
the alien corn, comes gleaning in these 
well swept fields ?”” However, he offers 
a volume of 254 pages, including very 
many illustrations. 

The fact that this is an English publica- 
tion, is perhaps responsible for one hoping 
too much from it, and there are certainly 
no more beautiful, comfortable and love- 
able interiors to be found, than those of 
the generality of English homes of the 
better class. Therefore the pictures pre- 
sented to us in this volume are disappoint- 
ing for the reason that they are for the 
most part taken from false presentments. 
From rooms decorated and furnished as 
examples of, and to advertise the decor- 
ators work for these illustrations, full 
credit is given to Messrs. Waring & 
Gillan. And in them one misses the 
sincerity and characteristic look of lived- 
inrooms. For those who wish to familiar- 
ize themselves with the makers and pro- 
ductions of the different periods, certain 
parts of this work will be found most 
helpful, very good examples and des- 
criptions being given of the early and 
late Renaissance for the different coun- 
tries; of the Jacobin and Elizabethan 
periods. The evolution of French decor- 
ations through the times of the Louis to 
the Empire period, is carefully put before 
the reader, together with full information 
as to the peculiarities in form and make 
of the productions of Chippendale, 
Sheraton, Adams, etc., on through the 
unattractive heavy lines of the early 
Victorian styles. Writing of to-day, he 
likes not the L’Art Nouveau, calling it 
“‘ Hooliganism ” in Art. —He says of it, 
“All of the old laws of constructional 
form, which the experience of ages has 
sanctioned, have been torn into shreds 
and flung to the winds.’’ Further on, 
he continues, ‘‘If a thing is naturally 
small at the bottom, and large at the top, 
they audaciously reverse the proportions 
as if there were the charm of originality 
in this lunatical topsy-turvydom.” And 
yet this writer, who speaks thus strongly 
and to the point, on this matter, from 
which all true lovers of the beautiful 
and harmonious have suffered, in another 
place advises the use of “ linoleum, 
made in imitation of matting,’’ as a 
floor covering for a living hall, and also 
advocates the use of imitation leather 
for walls, and pressed paper made to look 
like carved’ wood and plaster for frieze 
and panels. 

He fiercely condemns the dainty little 
white muslin-draped dressing-table, so 
dear to girlish hearts, and calls it, plainly 
‘‘a whited sepulchre”’ and “ deceitful 
fraud.’’ Hard and strong words these 
seem for such an apparently innocent 
bit of furniture. To follow in his lead 
with apt, or otherwise quotations, one 
longs to exclaim, ‘‘Consistency, thou art 
a jewel.” 

For ordinary private houses he seems 
to make over much of the necessity of 
elaborate ceiling decorations. Some very 
excellent advice is given, however, on 
drawing rooms, and while one may be 
glad to escape a daily encounter with his 
suggested color schemes, his general 
advice here is good. On this matter of 
furnishing and decorating drawing rooms, 
he says, ‘‘Comfort controlled by restraint, 
brightness, that never sinks into gaudi- 
ness, grace of form, harmony of hue, and 
if it be cared for a certain piquancy of 
individual fancy—all these you should 
aim at if. you would have your drawing 
room worthy of its use, and do not forget 
the comfort. In choosing your chairs, 
try to recollect that a drawing room chair 
should be one in which you may sit with- 
out fancying your back is breaking. 
The modern drawing room suite has 
much to answer for.” 

Ife believes in Nature’s harmony of 
colors, but objects absolutely to the in- 
troduction of any shade of green in a 
room where the walls are the “ exquisite 

ellow of the daffodil,’’ Advising with yel- 
ow the combinationof browns and reds! 
Evidently the delicious contrast of the 
green of stems and leaf with the yellow 
of the daffodil has so far escaped his 
notice. 

Much space is devoted to schemes and 
descriptions of “‘ fitted bedrooms,” which 
he explains, means the ‘‘Fitments are 
made the exact dimensions of the’room, 
and are only desirable when one owns the 
house in which he lives.”” ‘ It has until 
recently,” he says, “‘ been beyond the 
reach of all but the very well off.” 


It is now possible to get a moderately 
sized bedroom fitted in white wood, plain 
oak or ash, with a tiled grate, artistic 
wooden bedstead and chest of drawers 
for £70 or £80. This will include the 
frieze and other wall decorations 
hearth-rug, ware, and ornaments.” | 
fancy that there is a panelled wainscot 
set up in a room so fitted, wih furniture 
built in, and of the same wood. Many 
pictures of the “ fitted bedrooms” are 
given from his favorite firm. Speakin 
of flats, he says, ‘‘ The fitment is the Pi 
evitable corollary of the flat.” These 
flats, we must remember, are in England 
and the pictures given are made from the 
rooms furnished for exhibition Purposes 
only. 

The writer of this volume takes as very 
optimistic view of the twentieth century 
from a decorator’s point. “ If the pres. 
ent movement,”’ he says, ‘‘ which is all in 
favor of simplicity and refinement should 
not suffer a relapse, great things may be 
prophsied of this new English Renais. 
sance especially in its more popular 
applications.”

A SUMMER IN NEW YORK, A LOVE

The letters that make up this slight 
story of Mr. Townsend’s appeared orig. 
inally in a newspaper, and they have the 
casual air that such things usually have 
when issued in book form. Mr. Towns- 
end’s style is lively and often lit with 
genuine wit, but the letters are hardly 
feminine in tone though they purport to 
be written by a young woman to her 
younger sister. Whether they picture 
any society that exists in New York, it 
would be hard to say. The society in 
which the writer of the letters moves 
we are given to understand, is that of the 
great world with money to spend and the 
consciousness of establishing its own 
social standards. Those who frequent 
such society may enjoy Mr. Townsend's 
book, if only because it caricatures them 
and theirs, while those of a humbler sort 
will doubtless read it with pleasure for 
the glimpses it gives of men and women 
who have excited their curiousity. 


LITERARY CHAT 


Harles Godfrey Leland, whose pop- 
&: ularity was chiefly due to his 
delightful Hans Breitmann Bal- 
lads, died in Florence, Italy, on March 
2oth, in the seventy-ninth year of his age 
Mr. Leland, a native of Philadelphia, 
was a man of rare versatility. When he 
entered Princeton at a very early age, one 
of the professors ventured the opinion 
that there were not ten men in the 
United States better read than the boy 
Nevertheless he was graduated at the 
foot of his class, though he won the 
poetry prize. After taking a degree at 
a German university, young Leland re- 
turned to the United States and engaged 
in journalism. He was highly success- 
ful as a newspaper editor both in New 
York and Philadelphia. In 1860 he 
went to London where he lived most of 
the time until 1880. It was in 1870 that 
the Hans Breitmann Ballads appeared 
They had an immense success that was 
fully earned by the rich humor and 
occasional genuine poetry of the verse 
As reflections of German American char- 
acter, hightened and caricatured, they 
were unapproached. Mr. Leland’s other 
title to fame as a man of letters rests upon 
his notable studies of the Gypsies. He 
wrote several books on these people, one 
of the best known of which is “ The 
English Gypsies and their Language.” 
He was also a student of folklore, and 0! 
antiquarian subjects. He published A! 
onkin Legends of New England, and 
ttruscan-Roman Remains in Populat 
Tradition. He was much interested i 
industrial education.

3185. Taffeta Jacket. To K. P.— 
—For wear for calling, church, etc., this 
spring and summer will a black silk jac- 
ket be good style? Should it be of taffeta, 
peau de soie, or what? I am anxious to 
make it at home. I have a collar of 
heavy twine color lace which does not 
come out over the shoulders; do you 
advise its use? 

Black silk jackets of any description 

are going out of style. A coat of covert 
cloth is he more useful on nearly every 
occasion, and may be bought at any de- 
partment store, excellently cut and fin- 
ished at a very reasonable price. The 
plainest of models are the best style, but 
they are not possible for home dress- 
making. 
(2) Without knowing the shape of the 
collar, it is difficult to say what might be 
done with it. It might be used prettily 
on a wrapper or on a small evening cape, 
or on a hnen blouse. 

3186. Use for Insertion. Making 
Over Gown. To X. Y. Z.—(1) I have 
four yards of Torchon edging two inches 
wide, and four of insertion, one and a half 
inches wide, hand-made, very fine and 
filmy. What can I do with it? Would 
it be pretty for a deep collar and sleeve 
trimming for a printed dimity and how 
could the skirt, in this case, be made 


pretty without lace, or trimming in some 
way with the same dimity. 


(z) Can a dressy, tan raw silk gown 
be worn to a dinner? 

(3) Would a gown of gray crépe de 
chine be pretty for visiting and as a 
little dinner gown? I have two lace 
collars, duchess and point combined, one 
fitting the neck and coming below bust 
line, the other for outlining a yoke, com- 
ing to the waist line, and a few 
yards of duchess, 3 inches wide. Would 
any of these trim it prettily, (the gray 
gown), with some mousseline perhaps, 
without a further outlay for trimming on 
skirt. I can not wear an all-round hip 
= very well, being a bit too plump; 

ight medium. 

(4) Last summer I found great com- 
fort in an unlined gun metal taffeta silk 
shirt waist gown. What could I have to 
take its place, as pretty and comfortable? 

(5) In buying a new shirt waist skirt 
what would you recommend? 

(6) Also, in a summer jacket, would 
you recommend an unlined silk one of 
taffeta or peau de soie? I have a coatee 
ef black broadcloth which I suppose I 
could wear with shirt waists. 

(7) I have a black peau de soie silk 
skirt and jacket, Eton, with shoulder 
collar, also a small collar standing close 
to neck, a la l’Aiglon, vest pieces set in, 
in white, embroidered in black, slightly 
flowing sleeves and tabs in the back, 
the whole good as new, but its seems 
old-fashioned, especially the tabs in back. 
How could I change it? 

(1) The torchon edging and insertion 
would make a pretty deep collar and 
cuffs with sheer nainsook which would 
be all the trimming necessary for a dim- 
ity dress. The neckband and belt 
should repeat the prevailing color of the 
dimity pattern. 

(2) Such a gown might be worn to an 
informal dinner, or to a dinner followed 
by a theatre-party, or to a dinner in 
some public place. 

(3) A gray crépe de chine is very well 
suited for calling and for such occasions 
as just described. The lace neck yoke 
could be effectively used with the crépe 
de chine oy tucked and set into it. 
The sleeves should be full from above 
the elbow, and plaited to be close around 
the shoulder. 

The narrow duchesse lace could be 
used on the skirt without cutting by 
bringing it up the seams of the front 


breadth and carrying it around the hips 
close to the waist. The skirt, tucked 
like the bodice, could be set into it, and 
should train considerably. The neck of 
the bodice should be finished with a band 
of the same lace, unlined, but supported 
by small silk-covered whale bones. The 
cuffs should also be lace, unlined or lined 
with something transparent. A _ belt 
and bow of pea-green miroir velvet 
would be an excellent touch of color. 

(4) A gray or navy blue foulard is 
always useful, but a wash silk is better 
than foulard, and more comfortable than 
taffetas. 

(5) Vogue strongly disapproves of 
skirts that do not match the shirt waist 
worn with them, unless there is a jacket 
to match the skirt. A blouse jacket and 
skirt of gray galatea or mohair is re- 
commended. Both should be unlined 
and as light as possible, to be worn on all 
but the very hottest days with shirt 
waists. A white waist and black skirt 
worn without a jacket is not good style. 

(6) Jackets of black silk have passed 
their best popularity, though they are 
useful and pretty. With a collar and 
revers of white piqué or linen that can be 
buttoned in, the black coatee would be 
pretty with a white shirt waist suit, or 
with a black skirt of the same material 

(7) The Eton jacket could be improved 
by removing the tabs, the Aiglon collar, 
and the vests, and by shortening the 
flowing sleeves with three tucks at the 
shoulder. The coat should then be worn 
with a blouse of fine white linen or nain- 
sook with very full bishop sleeves, and a 
smart tie of the same material. 

3187. Use for Guipure, Laces, Etc. 
To H. I. F.—(1) Could a retty cape be 
made from five or six vane guipure lace 
about five inches wide, or ten yards real 
thread about four inches, without cutting 
the lace in short pieces? And what could 
be used as the foundation and to combine 
with it? 

(2) I have also five or six yards of 
nice fringe. Howcan I use it? 

(3) Could a good quality of black lace 
thread, all-silk but not hand-made, 
the depth of the skirts as it used to come, 
be made over into a modern-looking gown 
and whether over black or white, and 
what kind of silk? 

(1) A loose three-quarter length coat 
is suggested instead of a cape, as 
they are newer and even more useful. 
The guipure lace could make two bands 
going over the shoulder, where it is 
shaped a little to cover the top of the 
sleeves, and reaching to the bottom of 
the coat before and behind. The sleeves 
should be very wide, held into a narrow 
cuff of the same lace. Around the neck 
is a standing bias fold of black silk or 
velvet an inch and a half wide at the neck, 
but going to nothing where it ends over 
the bust. Two pieces of flat silk braid 
are arrranged in a simple design between 
the shoulders behind the ends, brought 
forward over the shoulders and finished 
with four tassels or long hanging orna- 
ments. These ends should be of varying 
lengths, the lowest coming nearly to the 
hem of the coat. The ten yards of thread 
lace could be used the same way except 
to be carried down the front and up again, 
but the guipure would be more effective. 
These suggestions could be equally wel 
used for a cape, if that were preferred. 

(2) The fringe could be prettily used 
for a blouse. To edge three shaped 
pieces of taffeta, laid over one another in 
a flounced effect. The silk to match the 
fringe exactly. The collar could be used 
of contrasting color of miroir velvet, but 
the belt should match the blouse. 

(3) The black lace would be effective 
over a foundation of white taffetas, veiled 
in white chiffon with a deep frill of accor- 
dion-plaited chiffon finishing the skirt. 
The plaiting should be finished with a tiny 
band of gathered chiffon. The lace may 
be given the necessary train by adding a 
hip yoke of black passementerie. he 
bodice could be finished with a corre- 
sponding neck yoke and deep cufis of 
passementerie confining full sleeves. If 
there were not sufficient lace for the bod- 
ice, it could be made with a jacket effect 
of white taffetas, covered with black 
passementerie, the blouse front filled 
with white chiffon.. The sleeves should 
be of lace to match the skirt. 

3188. Light Cloth Dress. To P. P. 
$.—Please advise me as to material and 
model for cloth suit, to be worn in and 
out of town, about the country, driving, 
on cool days. Do not care for any modi- 
fication of Eton jacket. Could I have 
three-quarter coat, or something with 


shoulder capes, with a skirt to clear the 
ground? 

A firm light weight cloth of shepherd’s- 
plaid or heather mixture would suit- 
able. A three-quarter length coat looks 
very well with a walking length skirt, but 
it must be severely plain. Shoulder 
capes are for more dressy costumes. 
Model on page xxv, Vogue 19 February, 
is good style, but it need not be tight- 
fitting. 

3189. Linen Gown. To W. H. W.— 
Of the two enclosed samples of white 
linen which would make up better into a 
summer gown? The waist to fasten in 
the back and the front to be embroidered? 
Could I get a better piece of linen, and 
what style of design would be good? Or 
does Vogue consider the embroidered 
waist passé? Are heavy laces better 
style, and less common for the coming 
summer? 

The heavier sample would be charming 
for a dressy summer gown, and the other 
for a plainer one. The material is excel- 
lent. A design to be worked in heavy 
white would be pretty for the first sample, 
and a Russian design to be worked in 
blue cross-stitched would look well on the 
other. Hand embroidery can never be 
common orcommonplace. Lace is much 
more likely to go out of style, though at 
present it is greatly worn and nome go 
well with the heavier linen. The linen 
should be thoroughly shrunk before 
making. 

3190. Maternity Gown. To Anne. 
—(1) Will Vogue please tell me how to 
make a maternity gown, suitable for 
church and street wear? It is to be made 
of some light-weight material, veiling or 
silk, that can be worn in warm weather, 
as well as earlier. 

(2) How could the skirt be cut and 
made so that it could be arranged nicely 
over the hips, and around the waist, and 
still look stylish on the street? 

(3) Will you please tell me what kind 
of silk is most stylish this season, for 
street suits, in black? 

(1) A soft plain serge of tan, blue, or 
gray is suggested. The coat should be 
three-quarter length and cut straight 
with the revers and collar making a cape 
effect. ; 

(2) The back of the skirt should be 
full, and fastened on drawing strings. 
Before tying the strings the front of the 
skirt should be firmly pinned to the cor- 
sets. The blouses worn should fall very 
long and full. 

(3) Taffetas is always smart and pretty 
but it must be of the best quality. Moire 
antique is also very stylish. 

3191. Mourning. To X.Y.Z.—I am 
in deep mourning, wearing a veil. Is it 
proper to wear a black corduroy suit, 
skirt and jacket? 

(2) Is it correct to trim summer dress- 
es with lace? If not, what trimmings are 
suitable for muslins and other summer 
materials? 

(3) Is it proper to wear a black point 
d’esprit while in mourning? Is it correct 
to wear a black glossy straw hat? 

(1) A black corduroy suit would not 
be at all _— for deep mourning. It is 
suitable for the lightest mourning. 

(2) Lace is not for mourning, but 
white footing that comes various widths 
may be used very effectively. 

(3) Black point d’esprit might be 
worn, but plain chiffon or crépe de chine 
are ——— as more suitable. 

(4) For deep mourning a dull black 
straw is more appropriate than a glossy 


one. 

3192. Widow's Mourning. To EF. 
H. G.—I am a widow, and have worn 
crépe for a year, but no veil. (1) Are 
white waists admissible when one is 
wearing crépe? If so, of what material 
can they be made? 

(2) Would it be proper for me to 
attend any kind of public entertainment? 

(3) When will it be in order for me to 
return the calls of my friends? 

(1) A white wash dress worn with 
black ribbons and a hat trimmed with 
crépe is perfectly correct summer mourn- 
ing. If a white shirt waist is worn with 
a jacket and skirt, the tie, studs and cuff- 
buttons should be black. 

(2) It is entirely proper to attend a 
public entertainment after a year of 
mourning. 

(3) It is not necessary to return the 
courtesy calls made after a bereavement, 
but should a death occur in*the family of 
any of the visitors, a call should be made 
promptly or a card sent. The calls of 
more intimate friends may be returned 
as inclination directs.

(1) Please suggest a riding habit {o, 
general wear. 

(2) What kind of clothes are worn 

during the summer months in California 
—at San Franciscoand near that locality? 
(1) A light covert coating with the 
knee and seat reinforced by soft leather 
is the more useful. for all-around wear 
For summer, a riding skirt of white 
galatea worn with a white waist and 
white sailor is very smart. If the habit 
skirt is made to button its whole length 
under a flap, it is very easily ironed 
Shrink the galatea before cutting. Six 
yards, thirty-two inches wide, or four 
yards fifty inches wide will be enough for 
a habit skirt and bodice.

I havea handsome linen 
duck (very heavy), skirt made by good 
tailor last season. It has inverted plait 
at back. Would you advise its change 
to habit back, if so, how is it done? 

(2) I want a black taffeta shirt waist 
suit. Thought of having narrow box- 
plaited shirt and skirt. Should the plaits 
in skirt and shirt be of same width? 
Would such a suit be of good style for 
matron of thirty, of medium hight, with 
rather short but good figure? 

(1) The tendency of the new skirts is 
to be full all around. wash costume 
is better fastened along the left front 
seam, or both front seams than behind. 
It would be better to change last year's 
linen skirt by setting the fullness of the 
inverted box plait into small plaits 
stitched for four inches from the waist- 
band. Habit backs are not as much 
worn as formerly.

3195. Models for White Gowns and 
Fancy Waists.

Suggest trim- 
mings. I don't care to have it elaborate, 
only want style to it. I feel I must guard 
against designs that tend to shorten me. 

(2) Suggest design for light blue crépe 
de chine waist for afternoon wear. 

(3) Also for white Persian lawn (low 
neck), what kind of lace to trim with. 

(4) Design, too, for a white silk waist 
for a very pretty but very fleshy matron 
of 39 years. 

(1) Your white canvas would be pret- 
tier made into a gown rather than a coat 
and skirt. The smartest way of trim- 
ming gowns of this kind is with wide 
horizontal bands of lace insertions, like 
those illustrated by the fifth figure on 
middle page of Vogue, 12 February, and 
coupon pattern No. 208 in Vogue, 19 Feb- 
ruary. Make the bodice, to go with the 
latter skirt, with a lace yoke bordered by 
two tucks, below which inset a band ol 
lace insertion and below that three tucks 
If you prefer long lines for the trimming 
make a seven-gored skirt with a front 
panel of lace, eight or nine inches wide, 
and inset a band of the same just above 
the hem, embroidered on either side with 
white chenille in a simple design. Make 
the bodice with a front and small yoke of 
lace, bordered with embroidery and the 
sleeves, bishop in cut, and inset with lace 
from the shoulders to wrist, where they 
are finished with deep lace cuffs. The 
best lace to use is Cluny, Torchon, or Yak. 

(2) Figure four on page 186, of Vogue 
5 February, is a pretty model for a blue 
crépe de chine waist. “Tuck the yoke and 
outline it with square medallions of fine 
batiste, embroidered with light blue silk 
and a little black. The narrow batiste 
insertions should be also slightly em 
broidered. 

(3) Your white lawn would be dainty 
made somewhat like figure 6669, ™ 
Vogue, 29 January. The upper part o 
the skirt might be tucked as shown, 
inset with lace insertion, and the ruffies 
should be edged with Jace.

3196. Suggestions for Summer 
Gown and Organdie. To A. H.—(r) 
What would Vogue advise for a useful 
summer gown? What would be a suit- 
able model? ; : 

(2) Have a white organdie with pink 
rosebuds, in a quaint old fashioned de- 
sign. How should it be made? 

(1) Select a dark blue and white fou- 
lard, or a challie, or louisine. For a 
slender person a skirt in three flounces, 
the upper two close-fitting, and the 
lowest one flared and slightly trained. 
The bodice should have the same effect 
of three fitted flounces set into a round 
yoke and standing collar of heavy white 
lace, the sleeves finished in narrow wrist- 
bands of the same lace. For a very 
slender waist, a narrow white belt would 
be charming, but otherwise a folded bias 
belt of the dress material would be more 
becoming. 

(2) The same model would serve also 
for the organdie, the flounces made a 
little fuller, and edged with light pretty 
lace. Flounces are always useful for an 
organdie, or muslin, as they can be so 
easily pressed. The dress should have 
a hb pvers of pink the color of the rose 
buds, and the sleeves be made of three 
graduated lace edged flounces, stopping 
at the bend of elbow in front, but falling 
eight or ten inches lower behind. 

3197. Tally System for Anagram 
Party. To The Maid-at-Arms.—I wish 
to give an Anagram party, and want your 
advice on a few points. The game I have 
reference to is conducted in this way. 
Any number of table$, and on each a tray 
containing small squares of cardboard on 
which are printed letters. Four guests 
at each tabie. At the stroke of a bell, a 
card is given to every table, with the 
name of a subject written on it. The 
guests take turns in picking out a letter, 
but any one at the table may answer the 
name commencing with the letter drawn. 
The subject cards are changed each time. 
I wish to know of a way to keep tally, 
for there is nothing but the word of a 
person to tell how many names she has 
guessed. 

We can suggest no better way of keep- 
ing tally, than that some oneat each table, 
—the choice determined first by lot— 
should have a slip of paper on which is 
written the names of the persons at his 
table, his own name included. It is a 
trifling matter as each person calls an 
answer for the tally-keeper to credit him 
with the same by a pencil stroke opposite 
his name, and to keep his own record as 
well. If it be a progressive party, the 
person at each table with the best record, 
should be the one to progress, and keep 
tally at the next table, as his superiority 
at the game will enable him to best sus- 
tain the small handicap of keeping tally. 
The record slips should be collected after 
each round and a star affixed to the best 
record of each table. 

3198. A Diversion for a Small Party. 
To Mrs. T.—Please suggest some novel 
way of entertaining several young girls 
and men, the function to be given in honor 
of two girl visitors 

Much good-humored merriment may 
be had at a small party where the guests 
are well acquainted, when every one 
appears dressed as a baby or small child. 
The eostumes are easily and inexpensively 
made, and the gaiety they excite can 
hardly fail to make the party a success. 

As the guests arrive, they may be sup- 
plied with infantile toys, such as rattles, 
whistles, or little mechanical toys that 
are sold in the streets for a few cents. 
Each girl as she lays aside her wraps is 

iven a rosette of a certain color. Just 
vefore the announcement of supper, cor- 
responding rosettes are drawn from a hat 
by the gentlemen who then take into 
supper the partners whose rosette matches 
the one they have drawn. This is 
amusing and graceful, but only suitable 
for a small party of well-chosen guests. 

3199. Remodelling Blue Foulard. 
To X. Y.Z.—(1) Will you kindly give me 
suggestions for remodelling foulard like 
enclosed sample? At present the skirt 





has box plaits at seams, tapering to belt, 
with three rows of black velvet ribbon 
at bottom. The waist has white chiffon 
front, and broad sailor collar of batiste 
and lace insertion, the sleeves are plain, 
and the fronts and back box-plaited. I 
have no more of the silk, and do not 
know what to combine with it. The 
waist will have to be lengthened, as it is 
too short in front. I am short and 
slender 

(2) Will yokes be worn on skirts as 
usual! next season as they have been? 

(3) What would you advise for a wrap 
to wear over thin gowns, summer even- 
ings; not very dressy, but light? Coulda 
wrap of this kind ever be worn to church 
to an evening service? 

(1) Remove the white chiffon front 
of the bodice, and cut the box-plait- 
ed fronts and back into a short jac- 
ket effect. The sleeves should be cut 
off above the elbow, opening the middle of 
the upper piece half-way to the shoulder. 
The bottom of the sleeves and the edge 
of the opening should be trimmed with 
three rows of narrow black velvet to 
match the skirt. There should be a full 
front and standing collar of batiste, and 
lace to match the sailor collar. The 
batiste at the sides and back should show 
a few inches between the belt and jacket 
to simulate a blouse. The sleeves should 
be finished with bishop's puffs of white 
batiste held in a narrow wristband of 
lace. These may be easily removed to 
be washed, A black velvet belt ribbon 
fastening with long ends behind and a 
little tie and bow of narrow velvet at the 
neck would complete the costume. 

(2) Yokes are suggested by Vogue for 
skirts that need lengthening. 

(3) A wrap of light tan or gray cloth 
made in three capes, the longest just 
reaching the waist, and the neck finished 
with a high military collar, would be very 
useful for summer evenings, and perfectly 
suitable to wear to church. 

3200. Model for Satin Foulard. 
To Constant Keader.—(1) How shall I 
make a gown like enclosed sample? I de- 
sire a pretty simple day dress for spring. 
What would you advise as trimming for 
same? 

(2) Will etamine be correct for walking 
or traveling suits for spring? If so, what 
color and style would you advise? If 
etamine, will not be smart, what will be 
the newest material for such a suit? 

(1) The pattern of the enclosed sam- 
ple is so exceedingly elaborate, that the 
model should be severely simple. Select 
a wide three-piece skirt, the two side pieces 
set with five hand-run tucks where they 
join the front breadth. The tucks 
should stop a few inches below the knees. 
The top fullness should be set in little 
tucks around the hips. The bodice 
should be made close behind and full and 
bloused in front, with a wide Charles I 
collar of fine linen and lace. The sleeves 
should be wide with deep turned back 
cuffs of linen and lace to match the collar. 
The belt should be of wide folds of bias 
black velvet finished at the left side by a 
large velvet rosette. The neckband should 
be also of black velvet. 

(2) Some light woolen material or 
alpaca would make a more useful travel- 
ing and walking costume than etamine, 
which is only suitable for dressy wear. 
A shirt waist suit, walking length ‘is 
pretty and good taste. See answer to 
Y. P., in this Vogue. 

Should advise gray or brown, accord- 
ing to the color of your eyes. 

3201. Pattern for Gray and Black 
Foulard. To Y. P.—Please advise me 
how to have dress made like enclosed 
sample. I have ten yards twenty-four 
inches wide. I am five feet six inches tall. 
Would it be best to make it as a shirt 
waist suit, or a dressy affair? 

Ten yards of foulard twenty-four 
inches wide, is not enough for even a shirt 
waist suit of the simplest pattern. If 
four or five yards more can be obtained, 
it can be prettily made with a circular 
skirt, slightly trained, shirred at the waist 
on five cords set an ene in front and 
almost touching each other behind, and 
the bodice made with a deep round yoke 
of the same corded shirring. The fast- 
ening may be behind, or on the shoulder 
and under the arm. The belt should be 
of black satin, three inches wide, wound 
twice around the waist, and finished with 
a bow. The collar should be a band of 
black satin and the dress enlivened b 
pretty turn-over collar and cuffs. If 
more material cannot be obtained, it is 
advised that you make two blouses of 
the material on hand. 
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3202. Leaving Cards After a Lunch- 
eon. To A. F.—Should cards be left on 
the day, or a call be made after a large 
luncheon given at a club, by two ladies, 
one unknown to the recipient of the in- 
vitation, who has accepted it? 

A call should be made on both host- 
esses after the luncheon. —If the ladies 
have a special day, the call should be 
made on that day. If the invitation 
were declined, it would be sufficient to 
send cards but more courteous to call. 

3203. Black Veiling Gown. To 
Annette.—(1) Will Vogue please suggest 
a way to make black veiling gown. 

(2) Is the enclosed sample prettier 
than veiling? And how could it be made 
to make the stripe effective? If lace 
trimmed, please give name of the lace to 
be used. 

_ (1) A pretty costume of black veil- 
ing may be made with a trained seven- 
gore flared skirt, the seams inverted with 
narrow guipure lace or fagotting, the 
bodice made with the same insertions 
over a sleeveless low-cut lining. If your 
throat is plump, the fullness of the bodice 
may be brought into a square yoke of the 
lace, or narrow bias bands of the veiling 
faggotting. A standing collar is more 
becoming to a slender throat. The 
sleeves may be pulled into a band below 
the elbow, or at the wrist. 

__ (2) The enclosed sample is pretty in 
itself, but not so sual to veiling, nor 
= useful. 

3 Model for Dark Blue Veiling. 
To L. A. H.—(1) Please suggest a model 
for dark blue gown like enclosed sample, 
to be worn with covert cloth or black 
jacket? 

(2) I have two gowns of the black and 
white silks, almost new; they are made 
with three-piece skirts and immense leg- 
of-mutton sleeves. Would you advise 
having either of them remodeled? The 
skirts would require lengthening. 

_(1) A pretty model would be a three- 
piece skirt and circular flounce, the full- 
ness of the skirt set into little tucks 
around the hips. The bodice should be 
deeply bloused in front, the sleeves 
plaited to be close-fitting at the shoulders, 
and for six or eight inches down the arm, 
when the fullness goes into a long puff 
to the wrist. A roll collar four inches 
wide meet just above the bust, and both 
ends go to a diminishing point at the belt. 
If a trim plain effect is desired, the collar 
may be of black moire worn with a white 
stock or standing collar. If something 
more dressy is preferred, the collar may 
be made of loosely woven linen with 
cross insertions and edging of heavy lace; 
the cuffs and neck piece to match. 

(2) The black and white silks may be 
easily lengthened by a yoke of black pas- 
sementerie and the skirt made to flare 
at the feet by opening the seams on 
either side of the front breadth to the 
knee, showing an accordion-plaiting of 
black chiffon. The seams and openings 
should be edged with narrow black pas- 
sementerie from the yoke to the feet. 
The leg-of-mutton sleeves turned upside 
down and shaped a little, will make 
very modern sleeves. They should be 
set in a shoulder cap of passementerie. 
If a lighter effect is desired, use thick 
white lace and white chiffon. 

3205. Sprin Walking Suit. To 
Inquirer.—(1) What does Vogue advise 
for spring walking suit? Please describe 
accurately coat, sleeve and skirt. 

(2) Are the gray mixtures similar to 
those used for men’s clothes to be worn 
again this season, or is there something 
newer? 

(3) What kind of soft material in pas- 
tel-blue for afternoon receptions, lowe 
made, and trimmed? 

(4) Does all pastel-blue material fade 
quickly? My experience with a flannel 
waist of that color leads me to that view. 

(1) A walking suit is graceful and con- 
venient if the skirt clears the ground two 
inches all around and is made with six 
slot seams opening at the knee in reversed 
box plaits. The coat is also made with 
slot seams closed all the length of the coat 
which reaches to six inches above the 
knee. The belt is two inches wide, and 
passes under four narrow stitched straps 
to button loosely in front. The belt and 
straps are of the dress material. The 
coat sleeves should have two slot seams 
from the shoulder, nearly to the elbow, 
and theeslight fullness held in a narrow 
wristband fastened with large or two 
smaller buttons. There should be a 
small tailor collar and revers. Such a 
costume is exceedingly smart, made of

(2) Also wish to know what would be 
a pretty bodice to wear with black tailor.

(1) Shirt waist suits promise to be 
as popular this year as they were last 
and will be made both simply and elabor. 
ately. Foulards with small dots or 
figures and hair-lined black and white and 
blue and white taffetas are among the 
silks most in demand. for such gowns 
A smart model is the third figure on mic¢- 
dle page of Vogue 29 January. The 
skirt may be made long as shown, or 
short enough to escape the ground on 
all sides, and the trimming may be of 
lace, batiste or embroidery. A simpler 
model, which is also smart, is the seventh 
figure on the same page. Vogue's cou. 
pon patterns of a shirt waist suit, Nos 
206 and 207, are good and will allow of 
many forms of trimming. 

(2) If you want a black waist to wear 
with your suit, one of silk grenadine or 
crépe de chine made like the upper left 
figure on page 205, of Vogue, 12 February 
would be pretty. White silk, crépe de 
chine and lace waists would also be 
suitable, and smart models for these are 
the upper left and right figures on page 
245, of Vogue, 19 February. 

3207. Ideas fora Tea Room. To B 
L. A.—Will you kindly advise me how 
to furnish a small room in a large house 
to be used for small supper parties, or 
afternoon tea parties. Something unique 
and cosy. 

(1) An unusual and attractive tea 
room could be obtained by furnishing it 
after the Chinese fashion, in a modified 
way. Have all of the wood-work made 
black, (dull finish), either stain or paint 
The round table for the center of room 
must also be black. Two Chinese chairs 
of black teak wood; with heavily carved 
back and arms, would give character t 
such a room. The smaller chairs could 
be made to order without arms, but of 
somewhat similar design, but much 
lighter weight. A very beautiful and 
gorgeous effect could besecured by making 
a frieze of panels of Chinese embroidery 
framed in by the black wood.

Upon the polished floor soft blue an¢ 
white rugs of Chinese make will be most 
helpful.

He Czar of Russia has again surprised the world by issuing a ukase more in keeping with the 

I spirit of the age than most things Russian. This time the formal announcements have to do 
with domestic matters and among them is the freeing of the peasant class from the com- 

mune in which they happen to be born, This old custom of compelling the peasant to remain on 
the land, which was long ago banished from other European countries, has continued operative in 
Russia, and, of course, it practically made slaves of the class which was thus debarred from going 
freely to and fro and making the best bargain for itself. Compelled to fixity of location it was left, 
of course, at the mercy of home conditions in perpetuity. No other right is so valuable to labor as 
freedom to move about, a fact, of course, appreciated in a general way by unskilled as well as skilled 
labor, but there are certain clogs on free movement which labor voluntarily assumes, usually with no 
thought of the fetters it is forging for itself. Among these handicaps, in the case of many workers, 
is the owning of land and a house, which have been bought on the installment plan in response to the 
seductive advertisements of land agents. While undoubtedly the ownership of a homestead and a 
plot is advantageous in some cases it is safe to state that in the majority of instances as far as regards 
certain classes of labor it is distinctly detrimental. In the first place the working man or clerk is 
rarely experienced in real estate transactions ; he knows nothing of the relative desirability of different 
locations from the standpoint either of living or of ease in the disposal of his holding if he should 
find it desirable to sell. Moreover, taken by the idea of having his monthly payments count toward 
paying for his home, instead of going into a landlord’s pocket, he ignores the extra cost of maintain- 
ing and keeping in habitable shape the suburban house as compared with the city apartment where 
the landlord has to stand for the repairs. There are also, in many cases, assessments for public works, 
which, prospective pocket-book drains, do not appear in the prospectus of Own Your Own Home. 
The worker in many instances is as much a slave of his house as the Russian has been of his com- 
mune, for, however advantageous terms the former might make for seasons with employers where 
there was a scarcity of labor, or where the opening up of new territory offered higher wage or salary 
possibility, he dare not risk the change because he cannot keep up the payments on the house and 
pay a second rental in the locality of his more profitable employment. All chances of this better- 
ment of condition the poor man signs away when he hangs around his neck the millstone of house- 
owning. The fact that he is curtailing his liberty of action should be made clear to him, and he 
should be instructed in all the defects of ownership in the way he purposes to engage in it, that he 
may realize although he frees himself from the detested landlord he is not a free agent, but will bind 
himself with obligations that will turn out to be onerous beyond cheerful endurance, should he, for 
some reason later, wish to change his mode of living. For homes purchased in the way persons of 
small means usually purchase them do not as a rule become easily salable, it being vastly easier to 
get them than to get rid of them. After carefully weighing the pros and cons, with the aid of some 
one wiser in the matter of real estate investment than himself, if the man of small means considers 
that the advantages in his case outweigh the defects, well and good ; but the poor as a class ought to 
be protected in the matter of owning their homes against their own inexperience, ignorance and the 
biased vision born of prejudice against landlords. It seems as though labor unions, which meet on 
Sundays to ventilate their views on all manner of subjects, might consider this matter ; and that also 
the Social Service League might put this among the subjects in regard to which it enlightens the 
masses. The poor man should not be left to be dazzled with the delusion that domestic elysium 
follows inevitably upon the owning of a home

Ewitchingly graceful are the new models 
B in gowns when worn, for it makes all 
the difference in the world to see their 
drapery in motion, whereas looking at any one 
of the latest full skirts, we get an idea only of 
a mass of exquisite gauze, mousseline, eolienne 
in flounces and gaugings, tucks or plaits, but 
not the faintest conception of their swing and 
hidden charm. We are somewhat less per- 
plexed about the bodices, but not until they are 
worn with their skirts, and sleeve drapery keeps 
in touch with the moving lines of the skirt can 
we judge of the graceful harmony involved in 
these latest gown styles for the season. 


FAGOTTING PASSEMENTERIE AND TUCKS ON 
BISCUIT COLOR GOWN 


Every material not pliant, soft and light in 
weight cannot be made to represent the true 
spirit of this new departure in spring and sum- 
mer fashions. Modifications areto be in vogue 
where fabrics are unyielding. Plaits are to be 
stitched or else suppressed. Sleeves aregto be 
opened in slits and diaphanous drapery inserted, 
while the same idea is to be exploited upon the 
bottom of many skirts in fan-like plaits. One 
of the most charming eolienne gowns, in a bis- 
cuit shade, has its skirt flounced, on the flounce 
a border of fine tucks above its hem, this flounce 
being narrower than customary in front, conse- 
quently, not so deep as we are accustomed to 
in the back. The upper skirt gives the figure 
outline below the girdle, and has biased fronts, 
joined by a fagotting of silk twist to match. 
Here we find the whole skirt arranged regularly 
all round with bunches of fine tucks, in vertical 
stripes, and meeting in front in Vs inverted. 
As a heading to the flounce isa silk cord 
lace passementerie to match, under which a 
match lining silk is seen. The round bodice 
is in evenly spaced fine tucks, vertical cord lines, 
the tops of the sleeves matching the waist, then 
falling into a wide, soft puff to be caught into 
a gauntlet. We have here also an application 
of the lovely new trimmings in the shops, 
manufactured for each separate part of a gown 
belonging to skirt and bodice. The shoulder 
piece includes a neckband entering a yoke, 
which stretches out into epaulettes, and in front, 
as well as the back, extends into two bretelles, 
narrowing into the belt. The wristbands are 
also included, so that the whole set com- 
prises a lovely combination. These sets may 
be ordered at extra cost to match when not 
found in the shops. The girdle to this gown 
is of pale brown taffeta, well draped and boned. 


BLACK GUIPURE CAPE COLLAR 


Of the same beautiful fabric—but in black— 
there is a gown skirt in three upper sections, 
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with a straight flounce on the bottom. Each 
section shows its scale of gradation, the 
eolienne being cut into three straight bands 
and shirred where they join, while the flounce 
is simply hemmed. A round blouse waist, 
over which is a black guipure cape collar with 
medallions of cream-colored guipure. When 
worn, the collar fastens in front in a V with 
two large round ornaments of cut jet and dia- 
monds. ‘This opening reveals a black mousse- 
line chemisette, one quite transparent, with its 
neckband inset with cream lace on the upper 
edge. Where the bodice joins the chemisette 
are seven rows of very fine shirrings. A black 
liberty satin ribbon belt, well draped, fastens in 
the back, with a long-looped upright bow, the 
bodice fastening above it with small crochet but- 
tons. Extremely wide are the long sleeves, hav- 
ing about ten rows of fine shirrings at the top 
and with a black and white guipure wristband. 
To wear on occasions is a second collar and 
detached cuffs, wider than those on the sleeves, 
and which may be slipped over them. This 
white linen collar forms striking shoulder points, 
thickly incrusted with very small Saxon guipure 
lace discs. These form the entire upper por- 
tion of the collar and are framed below by a 
band of pale green panne, across which at reg- 
ular intervals are much larger discs of the same 
lace. The bottom of this collar finishes with 
an all-lace border, forming very beautiful points 
on either side of the shoulders. The cuffs re- 
peat the same combination in miniature. A 
green panne girdle accompanies this lingerie 
set, while a black maline hat, Lamballe shape, 
trimmed with starry white wax. flowers and 
green ivy of the most diminutive size, suggests 
the charm of the costume when worn. 


AN IDEAL BROWN SILK VEILING COSTUME 


Nothing is smarter than spring costumes 
with cape collars, the laces that are used never 
being too showy, but are kept in harmony with 
the gowns and quite the thing for day wear. A 
brown silk veiling is the charming material for 
a lovely carriage dress, brown being, as it is 
well known, one of the two leading spring 
colors, the other, that new brilliant shade of 
blue, which has made a sensation. Here we 
have a full skirt laid in side plaits, with rather 
a broader panel in front than usual, Three 
rows of lozenge-shaped brown lace and net 
pieces over white silk form the bottom trim- 
ming. These rows are graduated in size and 
well spaced off. A quilling border of brown 
gauze ribbon is their finish and which unites 
them one to another. A bodice of the same 
open brown net over white silk has no other 
trimming than a prettily opened neck cut out 
into a tab design in front, where the same 
ruchings are used as a bordering. Brown veil- 
ing for sleeves is drawn into a short net gaunt- 
let, trimmed with white mousseline folds to 
match the high white chemisette and neckband, 
all of which are relieved by narrow pale blue 
velvets. Here, again, we find a novel kind of 
collar of shirred brown mousseline, bordered by 
a wide brown silk fringe, hanging over a wider 
one of white sik. A turnover collar for neck 
finish is of white mousseline shirred and has 
white Venice points applied. 

LINEN FABRIC TRIMMED WITH LINEN 

London twine cloth in a two-piece suit 
looked extremely smart, trimmed with a design 
in green linen, overwrought with a grayish- 
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white linen passementerie cord. ‘This model 
has a skirt and a short straight boléro with a 
box plait on either side of the fronts, while 
three box plaits together form the middle front 
and are separated from those on the sides by a 
slit opening and dip a little below as well. 
This green linen trimming, borders the bottom 
of the skirt in a shallow wedge-like form re- 
peated as a border and forms also a short yoke 
top to the skirt. The boléro model is half-low 
and has a similar neck bordering design, while 
the wristbands of the sleeves are elaborated by 
three small wedge applications matching the 
skirt trimming. A high inset chemisette of 
white linen closely lined with a passementerie 
cord and a very small bias line of green linen 
at every third row completes a very fetching 
costume. 


MODISH MAKE FOR PONGEES 


Pongees are to be much worn and are smart- 
est trimmed with white crash folds, which is 
quite a novel idea. These folds are intermixed 
with other pongee folds, both for narrow and 
wide effects, and look extremely well. All- 
wool veilings are also to be counted upon with 
pongees for giving the best of service. Beige 
tones are still the favorite choice, so are un- 
bleached linen shades and grays and blues.

Both silks 
and cottons are manufactured in open mesh de- 
signs and stripes to a greater degree this season 
than formerly, fashion requiring the most gos- 
samer fabrics possible in all fabrics. 


THE HATS’ UNDER BRIM 


Hats have reached a hand-made perfection 
beyond description. Their shapes in general 
either turn up more decidedly than formerly on 
one side or produce a dozen variations of the 
circle outline, while toques are broad of crown 
low and fit the head well, Crowns have 
dwindled into almost nothing, while the disc 
hats, having none at all, are bent and folded 
into becoming lines.

He gown which is the pattern for 
this special number of Vogue is 
for making in linen or any fine 
texture. It is simple to make, and very 
smart in result. aie , 

The upper part of skirt is cut in one 
piece (or with a join down the middle of 
the front of single width material), and 
fitted over the hips with small darts. The 

lower part is cut like a circular flounce 
with just sufficient curve to give a nice 
flare.to the foot edge. The seam is con- 
cealed by the lower of the three stitched 
bands. These are cut to shape and like 
the lower part of the skirt, with the mid- 
dle front edge to a fold of the material. 
The long stole straps are interlaced 
through the skirt, as illustrated, each fall- 
ing over a point of the scallops. The 
openings for them to pass through may be 
made neat with a small false piece, or 
they may be button-holed. The points 
are caught down to the lower part o skirt, 
apparently by the buttons, though as a 
matter of fact they may be stitched down. 
A stitched hem finishes the foot edge. _ 

The necessary quantity of material, 
thirty-one inches wide, for the skirt only. 
is six and a half yards exactly, to an inch; 
and the pattern consists of half each of 
upper part, flounce, first, second, and 
third scalloped bands; the front, and one 
each of the four side stole straps. 

The diagram shows the several parts of 
the pattern laid to the best advantage on 
the material, without any waste; there- 
fore they must be placed in exactly the 
same manner, or they will not all be ob- 
tained from the quantity quoted. 

To cut out the skirt, first fold one end 
of the material down the half width and 
place the four side stole ends on it either 
way, then the middlefront one will cut out 
oftheremnant. Next the flounce with the 
front edge to the fold, marking the pat- 
tern exactly where the seam at the sel- 
vage will come. Do exactly the same 
with each of the scalloped bands. Now 
open out the material to its full width and 
double the length. Place the remainder 
of the scalloped bands also the flounce, 
and then the upper part on as illustrated, 

inning them all before cutting. Fold 

ack both of the large pieces of pattern 

where they extend beyond the selvage, 
and cut out. The remnant will cut the 
necessary additions. : 

Be careful to notch all the pieces that 
are to be joined, or mistakes in puttin 
them together will scarcely be avoided. 
The first step towards the making is to 
join and well press all the selvage seams, 
not forgetting to cut the turning through, 
at frequent intervals, to enable them to be 
pressed flat. 

Next, place the flounce on to the edge 
of the skirt, so that all the scallops fit, 
and stitch it. 

Tack the bands in place (the lowest one 
over the seam), and also stitch them. 
Then try on to fit the hips, and verify the 
foot edge, and make and well press the 
darts. 

Fold the skirt down the middle of the 
front, the upper part flat, then trace the 
outline for each strap to be placed down 
the skirt, and very carefully trace where 
the openings are to be made which next 
do, making them the exact size to take 
the strap, but no more. Finish them 
neatly; tack the straps in place, and then 
stitch them. Now make the back seam, 
in which all corresponding cross edges will 
exactly meet, and arrange the placquet at 
the top, by adding a false hem to the up- 
per and a wrap to the lower edges, and 
making it to hook closely. Make the 
foot hem and if possible, try it on again to 
arrange the back plaits on the figure, and

to see that the darts are finished properly.

~ Press the plaits well, and in making the 

waist neat, see that the under corners of 





the plaits do not drop, as this often ha 
pens by the corners slipping while work- 
ing, and the plaits will not hang in their 
folds in consequence. 

The back and front of waist are plain 
fitting across the shoulders. There is the 
ordinary amount of fullness at the waist 
which is gathered by a drawstring at the 
back, and either similarly treated in front 
or left loose to be tied in with the draw- 
tapes from the side seams. 

alloped stitched straps are set round 
the waist below the figure, and long ones 
are interlaced into the material to match 
the skirt. They appear to extend below 
the waist, but the points are either secur- 
ed on to the waistband, or skirt ; the latter 
is the better plan, as the buttons may be 
sewn right through and serve to prevent 
the points from rolling but if there is only 
a waist they must be lined and left loose 
from the band. 
The sleeves are the ordinary new full

shape. There is a strap let in down the 
outer edge, and another one forms the 
cuff into which the wrist edge is gathered. 

The front is finished with a box plait, 
upon which three large buttons are sewn, 
the actual fastenings being by small but- 
tons fastening through buttonholes work- 
ed on a flywrap under the box plait. 

The necessary ety of thirty-one- 
inch-wide material is three and a half 
yards. The pattern consists of half each 
of front, back, neck, stock, waist, and 
a bands. One sleeve, cuff, and 
long band for the waist sleeve and end 
for below the waist respectively. 

To cut the garment without consider- 
able waste of material it is better to cut 
the two fronts with a good turning out- 
side the first tracing on the pattern, 
that nearest the armhole, which signifies 
the line down the middle of the front, and 
the piece for the box plait separate. By 
this plan, the material may be folded 
down the half width and small corners be 
joined to the sides below the waist, as 
illustrated in the diagram. The sleeve is 
shown folded, and placed to the two fold 
edge of the material, the end having been 
turned under to enable two sleeves to be 
cut at once; this must be by following the 
upper curve at the top, and afterwards 
opening them out and cutting the under 
curve. The long strips that are left at 
the sides will cut the four straps which 
go over the shoulders from the front to 
the back waists. 








Cut paper patterns Nos. 216, 217 sent on receipt 
of coupon with remittance of fifty cents for each pattern. 
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To cut out the back the material must 
be folded from one selvage to just the 
width required so as not to have a join. 
The remnants will cut the box plait, cuffs, 
and other small pieces. To make the 
tracing on the pattern as it is import- 
ant that they are arranged so that the 
straps will form a line in continuation of 
those on the front of skirt; finish them off 
as on the skirt, Join the sides by French 
seams, and stitch the round straps on; 
then after stitching the shoulder seams 
set the long ones through the slashes, and 
stitch them also. 

Of course, if preferred all these long 
straps may be finished off separately, 
with a lining to stiffen them a little, and 
be first passed through the slashes, the 
buttons only serving to keep the ends of 
these on the skirt down, but in dresses 


that have to be laundered, it will be found 
more desirable to stitch them to the skirt 
itself.

Shoulder Cape with Stole Ends 


Have the left front edge so that the 
proper line comes quite to the middle of 
the front and see that both edges will 
agree. Hem the right one so that the 
half of the width of box plait is outside 
the line. Fold the plait, stitch its outer 
edge, separately, and by its inner one 
secure it to the waist; or, stitch both sep- 
arately and secure it down the center of 
its under side to the waist, which will be 
strengthened by the sewing on of the 
buttons. Make buttonholes in the fly 
wrap for small pearl or linen buttons, 
for the fastenings. 

Finish off the waist as desired and also 
the lower edge, and add the neckband. 
The stock is so simple it needs no explan- 
ation; it must of course be stiffened with 
coarse linen to make it launder well, and 
it might be made to fasten at the back by 
three small buttons to match the other 
parts, and tiny points might be cut on to 
the edge beyond each buttonhole. 

For the sleeve, first set the strap in, 
and then make it in the ordinary way, 
making French seams, and binding the 
arm-holes. 

The waistband must be stiffened like 
the stock collar. It is stitched in several 
rows which further stiffens it, and it may 
fasten at the side with a point, or at the 
back.

models shown in the first three of 
this week’s sketches. These are the very 
latest evolution of the mode, and marvel 
of marvels! not at all expensive. Un- 
lined, and of linens, cloths or lace, no- 
thing better could be suggested for wear 
with dainty summer frocks, and prices 
range from the exceedingly moderate 
sum of $35 upward. A very decided air 
of grande tenue is discernible in the de- 
lightful model shown in the first sketch, 
which is of linen. Mercerized threads 
are brought to the front in a basket 
weave and real antique in wide bands 
space off double plaits of the material in 
graduated width. This lace is not con- 
sidered sufficient in itself for ornamenta- 
tion, and motives of linen are inset to 
give the bizarre touch which seems indis- 
pensable this season. Around the bottom 
three plaits are laid, and the flowing 
sleeves finished with wide cuffs of lace. 

There is the usual collar—in this case 
rather simple of shape and lying out flat 
over the shoulders, a chic finish being 
added with loops of white cotton cord, 
festooned at intervals and diversified 
with tassels of the same. At either end 
these are lengthened into very long hang- 
ing ornaments. Price $75. There is no 
lining, and for midsummer this is a pretty 
idea, showing the outlines of the figure 
through the lace, and yet giving long flow- 
ing lines. For early wear, it would be a 
simple matter to add a lining, which need 
only be attached under the sleeves and 
over the shoulders, falling free from there 
in soft folds. The exceedingly reason- 
able price quoted in the opening para- 
graph—-$35—is asked for a charminglittle 
coat of light supple ladies’ cloth in either 
cream, white, blue or pink. This is deep- 
ly bordered with silk Renaissance and 
inlet with the same in motives which are 
trained up the back, branching out over 
the shoulders, and others running up on 
either side the front. There is no collar, 
a finish being made of Renaissance. The 
beautifully cut sleeves, flow out in bell 
shape at the bottom and are lavishly en- 
crusted with lace. 

The length of these coats are left en- 
tirely to the taste of the wearer, fashion, 
at the moment imposing no hard and fast 
rule, the individual figure and the use 
to which it is to be put being the only 
points for consideration. For general 
tailored wear, the hip length is decidedly 
the better investment, as the three- 
quarter coat is an atrocity with an ordin- 
ary street costume or short skirt; how- 
ever, with a more elaborate and trailing 
costume nothing is prettier than the coat 
which ends just below the knees. 

Filet mesh in linen thread is used for 
the model shown in illustration No. 2, 
Teneriffe and Renaissance lace being 
cleverly combined for its ornamentation. 
This borders the coat and spreads up into 
it in graceful motives. There is a per- 
fectly fitted shoulder line, a yoke being 
defined in the back and the flowing 
lengths added below. Deep points of 
lace extend from the bottom of the sleeve 
to the shoulder and widely border the for- 
mer in a graceful design. Price $45. 
For this coat I should suggest a lining of 
flowered or plain chiffon, as it would make 
a delightfully soft inner finish. Even the 
veriest tyro at dressmaking could easily 
put it into place, and the cost of the gar- 
ment be very little increased. 

That dainty, old-fashioned Llama lace 
has been dragged back into life again and 
it has been demode for so long that it has 
almost the attraction of an entire novelty. 
Very much like some of the lovely pcint 
lace designs is that used for a coat made 
entirely of this lace, which though imita- 
tion is exceedingly fine. The shape is 
very similar to that seen in sketch No. 2, 
the shade a mellow cream and the price 
$55.

Pringe has entered into another era of 
favor, probably by reason of the vogue of 
all dangling ornaments ; however, it is not 
the old-fashioned straight variety, but 
a glorified variety of the same, combined 
with exquisite motives of cord in two or 
three tones of coloring and very intricate 
form. These frequently join in triplets 
and need only be purchased by the small 
quantity as they are intended for occa- 
sional and not continuous ornamentation. 
Prices range from $20 a yard to $25, but 
after all the trimming is fully worth it. 
Shorter ends of fringe built on a half 
moon shaped heading cost only $1 each 
and finish many of the sash ends or or- 
naments seen on the latest Parisian 
frocks. 

Collars are always conspicuously pres- 
ent, and one meets such lovely models at 
every turn that it is difficult to keep away 
from the subject. For a linen gown, I 
advise one also of linen but very coarse of 
mesh, upon which bunches of grapes are 
applied and heavily embroidered. The 
fruit is padded and the collar exceedingly 
deep in length. Price $15. 

Parasols merit a whole article for them- 
selves, and should not be attempted in 
smaller space; like every thing else this 
season their perfection of detail is simply 
wonderful, and the silks and laces of 
which they are made marvels of harmon- 
ious blendings. Chin effects are very 
much to the fore and a plain body with 
deep floral border, picked out with wide 
encrustations of dyed Cluny is a veritable 
dream of beauty. The latter is mounted 
on a stick of polished wood and there is a 
crystal ball handle overlaid with a design 
in silver gilt. Price $35. The quaint 
animal heads of ebony used with parasols 
ot plain taffeta will still be used, and in- 
deed I find them very smart as well as 
exclusive, for though seen for several 
years at two or three of the best shops, 
they have never been cheaply imitated 
and are unmistakably of good workman- 
ship and design. The cat with big green 
eyes is a favorite of mine, but I find the 
French poodle sitting up on his hind legs 
equally attractive. Eleven dollars and 
even twelve are asked for the most elabor- 
ately carved designs, thc silk being the 
best to be had Such odd plates are sell- 
ing at a shop devoted to novelties in china 
and glass. They are of Venetian origin 
and rather heavy, of china patterned with 
huge flowers in impressionist style and 
cost $1.50 each in the very largest size, 
$1.25 each for the ordinary dinner plate 
and so on down to 35 cents each for bread 
and butter plates. Some of the designs 
come in a square shape and the edges are 
invariably slightly upturned and then 
cut smartly off, leaving a flat instead of 
rounded edge. The most delightful little 
cream pitchers come in the same ware, 
and cost only $1. The handle starts near 
the upper edge and ascends in a long nar- 
row loop which lends a very unusual out- 
line. ivid colors are introduced in 
dashes such as burnt orange, as a. base or 
handle. 

Candiesticks of odd shape and ancient 
Venetian design, are nice for bedrooms, 
and others reproducing flowers in natural 


oy are usually much liked. The 
price of the latter is only $1 and the pro- 
totype of nearly any blossom may be 
found among the collection. 

Half a dozen different shades of green 


in long odd lily leaves decorate a pretty 
cup of Florentine manufacture costing 
$3.50. Peering out from all this is a 


woman’s head in new art style surrounded 
by masses of pale yellow hair, blown back 
among the leaves. One of the newest 
finishes for lingerie is overlapping rows of 
edging put on to form one single flounce. 
This is used for a dainty night robe of 
batiste, as a bertha finish for the round 
yoke and again in one deep ruffle on the 


elbow sleeves. Price $5.95. Drawers, 
finished in the same manner, are to be had 
for $3.50. 


Among the lace underskirts is one with 
an eighteen-inch flounce inset with rows of 
insertion that meet at the top and spread 
out as they near the bottom where a deep 
lace frill is added. Under this is another 
lace-edged ruffle and the price is $6.75. 
Of lawn is a skirt finished with a twenty- 
two-inch flounce inset with two wide 
bands of handsomely overworked em- 
broidery and finished with a deep frill of 
the same. Groups of tucks are added at 
either side of all this embroidery, and 
there is a deep underflounce edged with 
needlework. Price $7.95. 

A charming little matinee jacket of pale 
blue China silk is entirely accordion-plait- 
ed, even to the collar and sleeves. oint 
de Paris in deepcream color is inset in gar- 
landed form throughout, the finishing 
edge being scalloped in wide sweeps. 
Price $9.85. 

Of much the same general idea, though 
a little finer in quality, is another break- 
fast jacket of white China silk, inset with 
insertions of Point de Paris, two and a 
half inches broad at intervals of the same 
width. Price $6.85. 


SMART FASHIONS FOR LIMITED 
INCOMES 


SOME OLD MODELS RETAINED 


He compromise of stitching down 
the plait fullness has not yet 
reconciled womankind to the 


new skirt models, but willy-nilly—they 
have to be worn, as nothing is so fashion- 
able. That the tight-fitting sheath top 
skirt is still holding on is a comfort to 
many. These come under the seven-gore 
model with a very wide flare at the bot- 
tom, the plait at the back inverted, over 
an outside box plait showing. The 
seams may be sewed up with outside 
stitchings in the ordinary way. or lapped 
over, tailor style, as well as trimmed with 
a narrow fold line just perceptible 
Then there is the two-divisiqn model 
on the old lines, with a top fitted by darts, 
a shaped flounce deeper in the back than 
in front, and again the same model, but 
improved by a narrow front panel, while 
the flounce starts and ends at the side of 
it. This skirt having been in high favor 
all winter, will hardly be dropped. 


TRAIN SKIRT MODEL 


A five-gored model with a long or a 
medium train has circular sides, to be 
built of wide materials, its front panel ex- 
tended into a yoke, meeting in the back. 
Here we have the fullness laid in plaits 
which are stitched on the edge, giving a 
flat surface for more than half the length 
of the skirt, and ending in a flare. A six 
gored skirt, with the back hanging in a 
straight fullness, which according to the 
material used, may be fitted at the belt 
either with small inverted plaits, with 
shirrings or gathers strapped over. This 
is the model which has been used for thin 
fabrics, and will continuc in favor an- 
other season. A continuation of grad- 
uated circular sections, for skirts that 
train or are of medium length, all dipping 
frontward, include three top sections, 
besides the shaped bottom flounce revers- 
ing that dip line as most shaped flounces 
do, forms a skirt, which also belongs to 
the close-fitting models at the top, and is 
suited on a very tall figure ey: 
The bottom of each section may be trim- 
med with a bias fold of silk, or of the 
same material. In cloth fabrics, a 
stitched hem effect is given or lines of 
soutache define the circle in a simple 
manner. All of the skirts described if 
made of firm materials, do not need 
foundations. Most skirts are worn with 
a suitable petticoat, which gives the 
most comfortable lightness, and dimin- 
ishes that thickness, which however, 
slight, is carefully avoided nowadays. 
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WHERE FULLNESS IS SHOWN IN NEW 
SKIRTS 


With all transparent diaphanous fab- 
rics, separate foundations to skirts are 
necessary. In model gowns just arrived 
no difference in the making of them is to 
be seen. They are finished still either 
with a corded flounce, or an accordion- 

laited one, with several plaited ruffles. 

ome — and flaring underskirts have 
several cords encased in their hem fac- 
ings. The models of these new fashion- 
able skirts, express fullness by shirrings, 
gathers, tucks and plaits. 

Skirt yokes give the best figure lines, 
as the long sweep of fullness can then be 
used upon new skirts, in order to grad- 
ually increase the fullness. These are 
obtained by rows of shirrings by insetting 
of bands of trimmings, or lace. Those 
extremely wide bands of embroidery seen 
in the shops with or without lace incrusta- 
tions, are used for this very purpose, as 
well as for vertical panels. To give a 
fullness where vertical panels are used, 
the material must be either plaited part- 
way, or gauged in groups, the bottom 
in each case making its proper flare. 
Other models, and they are very numer- 
ous, depend upon a top skirt with a deep 
bottom flounce, trimmed with lesser 
flounces, often with broad ring bands of 
taffeta inset, and the bottom of this taf- 
feta band trimmed with a series of narrow 
ruffle flounces. This is an instance of 
the manner in which gauze or mousseline 
gowns are fashioned. Again—this two- 
section skirt presents itself as the most 
practical and the most economical. An 
upper skirt, with or without a yoke 
mount, is constructed of several gores, 
while a straight full flounce wider in the 
back than in front, is gathered to it. 
There is every opportunity to have a 
variety of trimmings, and quite inexpen- 
sive ones, upon the bottom of the upper 
portion, and as that is limited in width, 
not many yards are required. The gores 
too may receive tiie fashionable fagotting 
which if bought, is of moderate price. In 
like manner long gored skirts may be 
trimmed cheaply, when made of lawns, by 
adding several small flounces on the bot- 
tom of the skirt, lace-trimmed, narrow 
lace by the piece, answering the purpose. 
Lastly, a word about walking skirts, 
which are to be worn this summer by 
everybody as they are decidedly the ac- 
cepted fashion for forenoon dress when 
nothing of a ceremonious nature is going 
on. They, too, have their flare at the 
bottom, and require little or no trimming 
outside of inverted or box plaits, which 
fly open at the bottom. If other trim- 





ming is used, it is always of a flat nature, | 


such as braids or galoons, which never 
were prettier than this season, but in cot- 
ton or linen 


BODICE CUTS 


Bodices in all materials are made upon 
the same round lines and to be worn with 
belts. But tailor bodices, run into postil- 
lions, short spring hip-basques, coat 
basques, Etons of many styles, with < 
fronts, and bolero lines. A slight pouch 
fullness remains fixed upon the front of all 
bodices, whether the material costs fifteen 
cents or five dollars a vard. If there is to 
be any scantiness of trimming, the skirt 
may be at the loss, but not the bodice, for 
all the smartness of a gown under present 
fashions, depends upon the trimming of 
its bodice, which includes its sieeves in 
their many varieties. There is individ- 
ual choice, on deciding whether the gar- 
niture shall be in the form of a coilar, to 
shoulder tips or below as a V waist cape. 
Whether a yoke with shoulders top at- 
tachments, or a stole elongation on its 
fronts, a modified turn-over sailor, or a 
coat collar, a bertha single or double, 
shoulder capes in twos or threes, besides 
fancy yokes, as intricate in outline as the 
artist chooses to make them, either very 
shallow, or wandering over the entire 
waist. Trimmings to suit all purses and 
all fabrics, may one seek and secure to 
carry out these fancies. 


VARIETIES IN SLEEVES 


Sleeves are a lovely feature, constantly 
surprising one with the ingenuity spent in 
designing them. The most intricate 
forms require master hands to <io them 
justice, for that reason are quite im- 
practical for house dressmaking, or dress- 
makers to attempt to do if not a genius 
born. There remains however, no lack 
of beauty in the sleeves whose fullness 
swells into an upturned cuff, or enters its 
well-shaped gauntlet half-way up the 
arm; as well as into a wristband straight 








or shaped, and prettily trimmed in ac- 
cordance with the bodice. A gauntlet 
may be longest on the inside of the arm, 
or upon the outside. It may take certain 
inward and outward curves, all of which 
give a distinct change, and alter the 
effect of the sleeve. Many ways there are 
of keeping the fulness close to the upper 
arm. When plaitings enter into the 
model, or there are tuckings and group- 
ings, elbow sleeves too, have their 
several lines. One there is with a flaring 
turned-up cuff; another with a straight 
bottom line, that sleeve ending abovetthe 
elbow. While the same flare of sleeves 
belonging to pagoda lines, may be seen 
on half way or short ones, reaching far 
above the elbow, or a little below it. In 
the same way, there are long and short 
puff sleeves ending above or below, 
the elbow, some with a flounce of lace, or 
a flounce to match the sleeve for finish. 


FOR HOME-MADE NEGLIGZE 


In negligees, empire effects are still to 
the fore, the skirts being however, mod- 
ified by a greater fullness than usual. In 
organdie, one may find charming designs 
and colors, which are well suited for just 
this style of gown at very low prices. 
What would not answer for a gown fabric 
to wear except in one’s home, often proves 
a success made up as a negligee. A 
challie with a white ground and a blue 
or pink wafer spot or figure, is also sure to 
make up prettily as a wrapper, and prove 
of the greatest service during the sum- 
mer, when days are cool and damp. A 
Princess model, with a long rever collar 
to waist line, is also much in fashion, as 
are the many bolero suggestions. Wide 
flaring sleeves, or long Russian ones, are 
the prettiest additions. Matinecs of albat- 
ross, or challie, are very charming in all 
white, or single pale colors. Whether 
the model is the much worn kimona or a 
half-fitting jacket, with its long shawl 
points in front, or straight stole ends. 
A ribbon binding or a stitched band of 
silk answers for a trimming in the sim- 
plest way.

PROGRESSIVE EUCHRE—DOG SOLDIERS—-WHY 


NOT KEEP WATCHDOGS INDOORS—AN 
INANE BILL—THE SUBURBAN- 
ITE’S VICTORY 


Rogressive euchre is being severely criticised 
by P. B. Scofield, secretary of the 
Brooklyn Sunday School Union, for its 

bad effects upon children. It is the experience 
of this worker among the young, that the sight 
of the parent’s house filled with the spoils of 
progressive euchre—prize vases, lamps, chairs, 
and all the rest—develops in the child a de- 
sire to try games of chance on his own account, 
and this he is able to do without any trouble, 
in a small way, as many confectionery shops 
have wheels of chance by which the lucky ones 
secure three cents’ worth of candy for one 
cent. The desire of getting something for 
nothing has, according to the authority named, 
so possessed the representative women of 
Brooklyn, those standing high in church and 
social circles, that weekly there are euchre par- 
ties held in assembly rooms and private houses, 
where an admission fee of a quarter or half a 
dollar is asked. There are fine prizes and the 
various series are known as Mrs. B *s or 
Mrs. D ’s or the Wednesday afternoon 
euchres. In every instance the proceeds are 
pocketed by the giver. Sometimes the pre- 
tence is that the series is for charity, but it 
is known to the critic that in some cases the 
prominent woman who lends her name to the 
series gets three out of every four weeks’ pro- 
ceeds, the charity receiving thus but twenty- 
five per cent. of the total receipts. Mr. Scho- 
field attacks this manifestation of the gambling 





spirit on account of the terrible example it sets . 


children and the deplorable effect it has upon 
them. A boy who consulted Mr. Schofield 
when he was in trouble, having confessed to 
stealing something like seventy dollars from his 
employer, traced his first impulse to gamble to a 
progressive euchre party given by his Sunday 
school teacher.

Dogs, according to a new regulation, are to 
be a duly provided for part of the German 
Army. The animals must be thoroughbreds 
and have fine pedigrees. The preferred breed 
is Airesdale terriers, but experiments are being 
made with other varieties. At the earliest pos- 
sible age the dog is to be trained in his duties. 
When his education is completed he must 
understand orders such as going to a post or 
returning to headquarters; must warn of the 
approach of strangers and must be absolutely 
quiet at a whispered command to remain so. 
The chief use of the dogs is to keep up quick 
commmunication between posts and between 
the post and headquarters.

The hearing of 
a dog that is worth anything is very keen and 
he can not only detect the approach of strangers 
but he is shut away from the blandishments — 
chloroform, poisoned meat—of those on evil 
doing bent. And then, too, a dog barking 
indoors, arousing the household and dashing 
himself against door or window in an effort to 
get at the intruder is a discouraging object to 
even a reckless burglar. A woman living in 































































a frame dwelling with the burglar-inviting half 
glass doors, on the ground floor, to be met with 
in some localities, probably owes her life to her 
dog, who at two A. M. one morning scared 
away a burglar. A sound of moving wood 
startled woman and dog and incited the latter 
to prolonged and very loud barking. Examin- 
ation later showed an attempt had been made 
to force entrance by an easily opened very large 
glass window. But for the dog the woman 
would have undoubtedly been added to the list 
of burglars’ victims, for it is becoming more 
than ever before the custom of the fraternity to 
shoot on sight. The recent records of at- 
tempted burglaries includes the experience of a 
savage mastiff who is kept in an iron cage on 
the premises of a fur manufactory during the 
day but is set free at night. When burglars 
visited the place it is surmised they coaxed the 
dog to them and chloroformed him, although 
he was unapproachable, except by two men in 
the employ ofthe firm. Howeverthey managed 
it the burglars succeeded in putting the dog 
back into his cage, for there is where he was 
found the next morning. The burglars then 
proceeded to open the safe. Asa system of 
safe-guarding property, the savage out-door- 
stationed mastiff was a failure.

That very clever writer and well-equipped 
champion of woman’s cause, Mrs. Ida Harper, 
whose weekly contributions to The Sun are en- 
joyed by a wide circle of readers, waxes merry 
over the father of eleven children, who intro- 
duced a bill in the Pennsylvania Legislature, in 
which it is proposed to subsidize large families 
and provide gold medals for the mothers, the 
medals and the cash gift to accompany it to in- 
crease in value from ten dollars cash and a 
ten dollar medal for six children, up to fifty 
dollars in cash and a fifty-dollar medal for fifteen 
children. If the husband is so drunken ana 
abusive that she is compelled to divorce him 
then the woman gets nothing for her numerous 
progeny. Mrs. Harper concedes that the bill 
has much torecommend it. ‘*The cash pay- 
ment would insure each child at least one pair 
of shoes before it was old enough to 
earn any. And when the fourteen 
children were crying for bread and 
the fifteenth was at hand the mother 
would derive great comfort from 
gazing at her medal. Probably, 
however, it would be in the pawn- 
shop. Only one thing is needed, 
according to Mrs. Harper, to make 
the bill perfect—-«<it should provide 
some penalty for the father of the 
family.’ It is indeed amazing that the 
twentieth century should find any body of 
presumably representative men permitting such 
a preposterous bill to be presented.

The suburban tradesman will tell any 
Jistener who will put up with being bored that 
the people of the neignborhood show base in- 
gratitude for all the accommodation he has 
given them on occasions as they order their sup- 
plies from the New York department stores, 
which send their wagons through the town 
daily. But there is another side of this story, 
as the suburbanite knows to his cost. Those 
out-of-city dwellers for whom it is not conven- 
ient to depend upon the city shops for supplies, 
may take heart of grace from the successful at- 
tempt at independence of the local tradesman 
by the householders of Chester Park, a suburb 
of Brooklyn. A correspondent has ferreted 
out some interesting particulars as to how the 
grasping local dealers in this place were deprived 
of opportunity for the exercise of their greed 
by the initiative, energy and intelligence of the 
suburbanites ; after suffering divers impositions, 
an association of householders was formed 
which at first consisted of twenty members who 
contributed ten dollars to start a fund. This 
money was invested in household staples — tea, 
coffee, sugar, coal, potatoes and other provis- 
ions for which the lowest wholesale rate was paid 
for the best quality. One of the members 
offered, free of charge, a meeting-room and a 
large loft for storage. The association then 
called itself the Co-operative Supply Company 
and sold the stuff to the families of members or 
to neighbors at cost or a little above. The 
fund was replenished by weekly contributions 
of fifty cents from each member, and as house- 
holders fairly rushed into the association, the 
treasury was soon in a flourishing condition. 
The community was fortunate in having shrewd 
buyers among its members, and these took ad- 
vantage of all market possibilities. A supreme 
test of their ability was the coal strike of last 
season, in spite of which these lucky suburban- 
ites paid but six dollars a ton for their coal 
through the high-price times. The business is 
becoming too large to be much longer com- 
fortably handled by volunteer workers, and a 
staff of clerks will be shortly called in. The 
success of this co-operative society is said to 
have inspired several other communities to fol- 
low its example. Thus has the store-keeper 
unwittingly developed a form of civilization 
that accords with the doctrines of socialism. 
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Ining the other evening at some friends, I 
D could hear constantly the question put 
me by one of the servants, *** Ave some 

sherry, sir, will you ‘ave some claret, sir. 
Champagne, sir?’ For a long time I had 
rather insisted on my servants being absolutely 
silent at table, but I have also adopted the Eng- 
lish method of making them ask this question. 
The reason is potent. In other days, we, went 
to dinners knowing that there would be sauterne 
with oysters, sherry with fish, perhaps a little 
claret and champagne. ‘To-day many people 
take certain wines, others take only one and 
some none at all. I confess myself that I take 
very little champagne. It is always served, 
even when Iam alone, because its sparkle helps 
a dinner and we feel that no dinner would be 
complete without it. In fact, it isthe very best 
wine for this climate and it is excellent if you 
are tired. But one hears so much of such a 
quantity of wine being drunk in society and 
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one really sees so little of it. I think that the 
steady drinkers begin early and go slowly 
through the day, and it is not at all finished at 
dinner. Many women will not touch cham- 
pagne at all, once in a while, perhaps, allowing 
their rule to relax ard to take a glass. Claret 
is only used in very old-fashioned houses. Even 
Madeira has come more into fashion. One can 
hardly believe that the heroes of Lover's novels 
drank bumpers and bottles of this wine at a 
single sitting after dinner. I like a little of it 
at luncheon, sometimes, but we have found 
even at that meal the Rhine and Moselle wines 
preferable. 

I like again the question put because it re- 
lieves some awkward situations, To-day we 
are glad to have to dine with us or to meet re- 
presentative men and women. ‘There are some 
who have lived in country or inland towns all 
their lives, where wine in the cup is looked up- 
on as an abomination. Without wishing to go 
into the question on religious or moral grounds, 
1 can well understand how there is a crusade 
in such places against alcohol. If it ever has 
been your misfortune to be in one of these 
places, and order something up for your dinner 
and get the vile stuff that is put before you, you 
can well realize that total abstinence is the only 
method to pursue. And then, again, these 
towns are so deadly dull that let a young man 
take to any kind of alcohol and one can see his 
finish. Perhaps if fate threw me into such a 
place, I might be able to make the best of it, 
but for absolute commonplaceness and boredom 
there is nothing which equals the small Ameti- 
can city. One is so much like the other. There 
is the centre place withthe soldiers’ monument, 
the four broad streets which form the star and 
occupied by the hotels and banking houses, the 
opera house and the shopping district. The 
churches are always legion and they save people 
from going to perdition. 

New York is a great vision after such a place. 
In referring to meeting interesting people, I 
have allowed myself to stray in one of the by- 
paths. I was going to say that I dined one 
evening where there were among the guests a 
very brilliant many times millionaire and his 
wife. At the very beginning of dinner he turned 
all his glasses upside down to signify he was 
not to drink anything. The action I thought 
in bad taste. If he did not approve of wine he 
should not have come to the dinner, as he must 
have known that the guests took wine. It was 
rather areproach on us and made us feel like 
drunkards. This could have been in a way 
averted if the servants had asked the questions. 
Fads at dinner, by the way, amuse me very 
much Some men seem to think that their own 
merits are not sufficient to make them shine and 
they take up a fad which calls attention to 
them. I know a very nice fellow who, when 
the liqueurs are passed, always turns to his host 
and asks, ‘¢ May I have a glass of whiskey and 
water instead ?°’ Some people are very good- 
natured about it and others are inclined to be a 
bit surprised. I am in hopes, however, that 
tolerance in moderation will soon come to the 
dwellers in the smaller places and that we shall 
not be bothered by long discussions about can- 
teens and wine served at the White House. 
There has been nothing in this administration 
which has pleased me so much as the alteration 
of that barn of a place into at least a comfort- 
able residence. The scenein Congress when it 
was found that some of the hideous things 
which had adorned the White House had been 
removed must have been amusing. I remember 
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the famous sideboard which was presented to 
Mis. Hayes by some Temperance and Total 
Abstinence Union. Why, as Mrs. Hayes was 
a vigorous opponent of all wine and only served 
coffee at dinner, she should have been presented 
with a sideboard as a mark of appreciation, I 
could never well understand. Perhaps the good 
ladies were the victims of some furniture con- 
cern, ‘The piece itself was hideous. It was of 
no particular period and could be put to no par- 
ticular use. It was a great lumbering hearse- 
like thing, in which a grown person could have 
been buried comfortably. It was rather the 
sarcasm of fate that it should have found its 
way ultimately into a saloon, but what is a side- 
board for? It is certainly not intended to be 
a receptacle for milk. 

A recent weekly publication has an excellent 
article on the regeneration of the White House. 
The President has more privacy; his family 
can live there, and a gaping, curious crowd 
need not be staring in at them. Mrs. Roose- 
velt’s entertainments are charming. There is 
the element of youth which has been absent 
for so long that it is a novelty. And then 
again Mrs. Roosevelt has her own entertain- 
ments. She and her step-daughter have their 
friends with them occasionally. Why they 
should not I cannot imagine, but some people 
seemed to think that a President’s wife had no 
right to have any friends of her own and that 
her life must be a constant grind of official 
visits and official receptions. There was a feel- 
ing that she was making an exclusive White 
House set, which is absurd. Washington is 
fast becoming a winter capital and the foreign 
life there is most enjoyable. It is on different 
lines from that of our larger cities, because it is 
more of an existence of leisure, more one fash- 
ioned from the daily routine of an European 
capital. Statesmenship is interesting, and there 
are no sordid business interests. I have al- 
ways considered the Metropolitan Club in 
Washington as a very delightful place. It 
comes up more to the fashion of an English 
club than any in this country. 

And yet we ought not to pat ourselves on the 
back. We are still very provincial. Perhaps it 
is because we like to be amused, but there is 
that same tendency to take up doubtful for- 
eigners and make much of them. The same 
old stories are being told year after year and 
the same old comedies enacted. With every 
book of reference at our elbow it makes little 
difference to us. We go blindly on our way. 
Clubs are crowded each winter with these men, 
who have no standing in their own cities. There 
is to us magic in the sound of a title and we 
cannot resist it and, odd to say, the men are 
more keen about this sort of thing than the 
women. American women know that they 
must have good value if they go into the matri- 
monial market and you will find these days 
very few of them making mistakes. These 
men being of leisure are excellent companions. 
They pay pretty compliments, most of them are 
musicians and artists and they really have a 
fund of conversation. They are available for 
luncheons. Even men of leisure rather avoid 
luncheons. The American woman does not 
allow the Count this or the Marquis that to 
give nothing for something. It is very com- 
mercial to say it, but they must earn their quid 
pro quo.

Ven if there has been from the be- 
EK ginning, there is no longer the 
slightest doubt of what are the 
fashions of this Spring, and yet it is some- 
what difficult to place the top coats in 
the exact order of their smartness, for 
there seems to be a number of styles 
almost equally in good use. The New- 
market, (it really is that no matter what 
its trade name), in light weights of gray 
and in the covert coating shades, long 
loose Chesterfields, medium length on the 
frock lines, not to mention short covert 
coats for day wear, are all worn by New 
York's well-dressed man. 


THE COVERT 


The short covert, it should be said, is 
not in the least a dress coat as are some of 
the others, being intended for wear with 
sack clothes or over a dinner jacket at 
night, but it is more in vogue this sea- 
son than for some years past and is 
certainly to be advised as one of the 
outer coats every man finds it neces- 
sary to have. A garment is very apt 
to be smart inversely as it is uncom-

jacket, for if made long, it loses ail its 
distinctive style.

A useful and good-looking top coat for 
these April days and one serviceable 
through the summer, is a rain-coat, as it 
has come to be called, made of water- 
proofed cloth of light weight. I should
